1. Tue objects of this Society shnll be es lanuM‘$ z— 

I, To advance the study of Croek.Jjuiguagc, Uter^ture, ami art, and 
lo iUtistrate the bistory of the Creek race in the undent. Ityrontine, 
and Nco-Hclforuc periods, by ilie publicutinn of todncuiB and unedited 
documents or incinumoiit'i ill a Journal to be issued periorlicaUy. 

II . To collect drawings, facsimiles, transcripts, pbrns. and photo¬ 
graphs of Greek inscriptions, MSS., works of art, on (dent sites and remains, 
and with this view to invite traveUeni to conmiuniccito to the Society 
notes or sketches of atchtsological and topograpbicaJ mtnrast. 

III. To organise means by which tuenibera of il»! Society may have 
increased facilities for visiting undent situs and pui^iiing orctueotogicaJ 
reseandics In countries which, at any timcj have biiiui the sites of Hdlenic 
civilisation. 

3. The Society shall consist of u Pettident, Vice-Presidcijt.s a, Council^ 
a Tteosuror, one or more Socrotarics, 40 Hon. Mt.mbcis. and Ordinary 
Members. All olTioers of the Society ^iill be chosen from among it^ 
Members, and shah be memliers of tJie Coutid). 

3. The President shall prcaidc at oh Geacrali tirdinary. or Special 
Meetings of lbs Socioty» anti of the Council or of any Cormnittoi! at 
which Jie is present, tn case of the absence of the I^oddent, one of 
tho Vice-Presidents shall presiefe In his stead, and in tlie absence oi die 
Vice-Ptcsidents tbs Treasurer. In the absence of the Treasurer Hie 
Council or Committee shaJl ap|xiuit 0«c of their MemlMra to fWesdde. 

4, The funds and other property of the Society shall be adrnintstered 
and applied by the Council in sudi manner as they shall consider mosl 
condiidvc to the objects of tJie Society, prtnnded that die Sodety shall 
not moke any dividend, gift, division or bcutus in money unto or between 
any of its members i in the Council shall also be vested the control of all

aflfain and eyncwrm. llic mmihia: of itie Council sliall not eicecd fifty, 

5, 'rhjj Trcismef iliall receive, on uccoimt of the Society, all 
siihscriptions. donaiidns. or other moneys accniing to the funds ihefeol, 
and dttill nuihe nil payments ordered by the Council. All cheqnes shall 
be signed by the Ticasairer and counterssigned by ihe Secretitry. 

i&. In the absence «1 iho Tneasuffrr the CjOimcU may direct that 
chentics may be signer) by two membeti of Council aufl countitrsignetl 
by the Secrotnry. 

'Hie Council shall meet a.s oftiat M they may deem ncces^'v loi 
the despatch ol business. 

S. Due notia' of every Btidi Mt cting shall be sent to eadi Member 
of f Ikd Council, by a siumnons signed by the Secretary. 

9 Three Sltmljcts ul the Council, provided not more than one til 
the throe present he a permanent oiTicci of the Society, shall Ixr n 
quorum. 

10. All questtons beJore the Council tlinll be delermmeil by n 
majority id votes. The Chairm.tn to have a casting vote. 

II llie Council hhall prepare an Anouul Ifepcirt, to L»e submitted 
to tht Annual Meuting cl the Society. 

12. Tlic Scdrelsty shall give ootico in writing to eadi Member «f 
the Council of the ordinary days of meeting of the Council, and ahail 
have authonty to summon 0 Special nml Ejttraordinury Meeting of the 
Council on O rwq nidtum signed Tiy nl- leiiat four Members ul the Council. 

ly Two Auditors, not Iteing Members rd the CoTUtdl, sltoU he 
eireted by the Society in each year. 

14 A General Meeting of the Society shall be held in London in 
^Luie of each year, when the Keporta ol the Council and ol the Auditors 
aludl be read, ttie Ctinncjl, Offtetrs, and Auditors hir Uve enduing year 
elected, and nny other husinoE^ recutatnended by the CoimdJ dUcusacd 
and detcrmimid. Meetings ol the Socieiy for rhe reading ol papers 
may he held at »ach limes Jis the Council may lix. due notice being 
given In Mrinbcrs. 

15. Tile President, ViiiivPrcsii'Ititte, Treasurer, Sccrciarief, and 
Couiidl ditiU be etreied by the Meml>crs of the Sodety at the Anuital 
Meeting,

34> All vacancies among the other Officers ttl Uie Society <iccnrring 
between the sanu* dates sbajl Jji tike man tier proyisitmtdly fiiled up 
by the Council until the tuxi Annual Meeting, 

25. Tlie ftanies of all Candidates wishing to become Mrmbius of the 
Sodety shall be submitted to I be Council la ubnse handt ihab election 
shall mt. 

3b. riie Annual Sub$mpitoii of Member* shall be one guuieii^ jjayablc 
and due on the ist of January each year; tliis annual sulxfcripti^m may be 
ctfmpwuuded for by a single fwiyment of £13 15,.. cntilUng oonipoundns 
to be Memlicrs of the Sodety for life, wtlhrnif fntlher payment. All 
Membcis elected on or after January' i, igai, slujJl pay on ejection an

28. When any Member of the Society sliall tie iix month* m arrear 
of tils Amiual Subscription, Uie Socxetixry or Treasurer shall remind him 
of the arrears due, and iit case of non-paymont thereof within six nionfhs 
alter dale of such notice, such defaulting^ Member sliull cease to be a 

ember of the Society, unless the Council make an order to the cotiirary, 

29. .Membds tniciiding to leave the Society must send a. [ormal 
notice of reiJgnatiott to the Secretary on or before January i ; otherwise 
they will be held liable for the subscription for the current year* 

30. II at any time there may appear cause for the expulsion of a 
Mcuiber of the ^iety, a Special Meeting of Ihe Council shall be hdd 
10 consider the case, and if at such Meeting at least two*thirds of’ the 
Members present sbaU concur in a resolution for the expulsion of such 
Menibin of the Society, the l^resident shall anbrnlt the same for con¬ 
firmation at a CeneraJ Meeting of the Society specially summoned for 
Lilts purpose, and ii tlie decision of tlic Council be confirtited by a 
miiiority iii tiie General Meeting, notice sliall be given to that effect to 
the Member in qucslion, who shall thereupo'n cease to be a Member of 
the Society.

The noi'ili'Wcst corruT f>f Asia Mim>r, andi m particular, 

Mytijcitc, have long been Ttrogniscd as the home of these grc>" wares calted 
Lishian or Aeolic buechcro. With remarkable tact, citfE^ris f>f Mviilrnc; 
resident in Naukratis proved the point by inscribing their names and place 
of origin ntt the grey vases they dedicated.' Their evidence was, hovwer, 
supplemented by the discovery of grey pottery' like their own in towus as 
near Lesbos as Larissa and Troy VTIL 

Several ccjiturit^ befoit^ Lesbian bucchen> iJourislicd, the same disirirl 
produced a dlstingtiisiicd grey ware of whiclt the iiome was in the sixth city 
of Troy, Tliis pottery left descendants in ihr se\'eiiih cilv—^idc by side 
wiUi the Buck^lkiriurtik ^—and tbesc deseendants would seem to be the dtrcxt 
ancestors of the bucchcro of Troy VIH, Leslnxt and other Aeolic rites,* * 
Returning to Troy VT, we hiid that some of its grey vvarcs lire nnmi^ 
lakably Minyan, which enabk^s ns to carry the pedigree further buck.still. 
Mitiyan ware is fonud in the second Minoan f>erTodr alxnit 1900 ti.c,"* Nor 
can It he denied that the fabrics ofTrriy \T arc dtrived ultimately from those 
of Troy li and Troy 1. ® 

These facts may justify m\ choosi ng llie name * grey ware * which has 
already Ixitm used ibr whal t believe to be an early mernber of tJie latnily 
under discussion.* In any ease, some of the latest representaiivcs of tlus 
family have so strong a family likeness that, iimicr ccrlairi conditioii.s, jio 
more iiidiv]du.at name: can be applied. 


.\ number of sites within iht Aeolic area have produced gi cy i>oucry. 
usually in the form of sherds and often luist rati lied. The |>ottcry belongs 
either to the Troy Vl^ N'H periods {bite bronze and early iron agej or Lo 
the Tuiy VTU period (archaic: sixth 10 seventh ceniuri«»L Sluipc and 
dt'coiution should tell us which is wliieh, but often tike aliapc b incomplete 
and all distinctive decoration aliscm. In spite of lliesc dravrbairks, the 
material la important, for the Troy VI class has becu very little studied, 
while ai'chaic bucchero 1 ms Ijccti* studied niatuly from cxaiiipJcs found

Tile purpose of this paper was origmally to introduce the *' grey %vares * 
and oihucs which I ibund during a liial excavation at Mcthyinna. .Mone, 
tln-y wo u Id ha ve beei i too i neon cliisiv e for pi iblica 1 ion, Recen 1 ly, how ever, 
I>r. Ihthlau ha.s most kindly ^dhnvcd me 10 study liis pottery from Pyrrlta 
and Larissa, and lias wUli great generosity a II owed me to publish a selection. 
At the same lime, 1 have had the opportunity of working through Schlie- 
manti's fragments from the Troad, in the Museum fitr Volkcrkuttde, Berlin, 
where they are carefully pmcni’ed and catalogued. 1 have been put under 
a great debt to the Director, l>r, Unversagt, for permission to piblish lliern 
alsit.^ 

The acciiTiuihitioii of material from all these sites, and its comparison 
with complete vases from alien cities will, I hone, provide some evidence on 
forms, dates and origins, and .siuve as a prelude to the further study of 
eastern bucchcro,* 

Since the majority of the sherds described below belong to die archaic. 
period, and the literature on archaic grey wares is scattered, a bricrdiscussioii 
will not be amiss.

Tilt’ infltifhce of metal protorypics shcivs UseJf in the plastic knobs, 
hatidles with disc^, imitation rinf^s on deinoi, ridged stems, and countless 
oihcr details. 


Deinoi seem particularly rommoii, also stands fshaped more 
or less like 1^1. t, no. 3? and dishes. Melhymna hits produced only two 
fragments of Trelbil-iuouthcd jugs, though the shape was a popular ouc in 
this fabric,** The handle with discs, fig. 3, no. 13, may come hxMn a 
jug, but is shaped differently from the Larbsa examples lr,g. fig. 4, no. ip). 
Various rims testify to the existence of cups, bowls atul j>laies ol difFercnl 
kinds. Craters occur at Larissa but still await discovery* in l.c-sboa. 

The absence of aryballoi and .dabastra Iroin our sitc» is retuarkablr: 
perhaps they were iruidc for export oiilyi w’liiaps they were made dsc- 
vvhcir: possibly an example will ticenr in L'shos to-murrow, They are 
couspintous representatives of the claas on foreign sites and tn our museums. 
Of the va rial ions of hucchcro found outside Lcsl>os and .Acolis^ not ali 
cxmccru u> here. WV must «:xoludc at present types not represented witliin 
our area, since wr cannot ye ( either accept or ignore the claims of other 
ircntrfcs to tmve produced their osvn Inicchcro. 

The closest parallels arc pinvldcd by Naitkraiis,*^ airid 1 hope to shew 
that some of the Naukratite forms arc kiciiiical wiih ihosc of Lcsbimt in:ey 
ware. Several s’ases from Rhodes '** appear to bclotig to our group, and 
50 do I he ridged stems of dishes iroiii SamosJ^ 

OuLsIdc the scope of this paper, as I have alrcatiy said, arc painted 
vases and small unguent vcs.sch, It is the Jarter whicli reprcsciucd our ware 
in llic nicTC- remote parts of the ant'iem world, and, without them, a 
di.scussjon of the distrihudon of Greek hucchcro would be irrelevant.*®

THF. CAMPAIGN OF NURATHON 


All inodi'm commctuators arc agreed, iliai tlic accoiim olMic campaign 
of Mamthion ^ Id’t liy Hmidotus is often hiconsisteiil, and llial a* c^ftci^ 
It is difficult to recoucUc if with probalniitics. I(t stfckiug to diseiitaiigk' 
fart from fable in the story of Marathon we have a harder task than in iIil* 
case of the story of Xerxes* invasion of Grewe, For wt have much loss 
material at our disposal, and the dilemma of dccidiTig w'hat to accept and 
w'hat to reject of Herodotus* story is very real. There are. houTrver, some 
guides through this dilemma. Herodotus wrote with the greater eseut 
of Xerxes' iuvasioii between him and the campaign oj‘ .Marathon. Persia 
had Closed to be the terror to Greece which she had been in the year 
491 B.c., and the mcm<»rv of Athenian fears and licsitaiious had becu 
nbl Item ted by pndc of achicv'einciiL It is s<>mc guide in the proeesa of 
selection from Herodcnus’ story to imagitie liic kind of tales of Maraihou 
lie would he likely to have heard, when making his inquiries, and (he kind 
of event svhich would he forgotten or concealed. 

.•\x he is almost our sole authority (i'lr the events of tlie camfjaign, we 
must, if w’e are to atceju any part of his story, have gorui for reject* 

ing any other part, Now it seems to be certain iJiat he must have oblaim^ 
most of his inlbnnatiou from AthenSj and in that city have heard many 
stories front veterans of the campaign, \Ve can get some guidance in 
our choice If w'e consider the kind of evcni which would have impressed 
itself on the mctimry of the ineti who fouglit, and the features of the eam< 
paign of which he w'ould have hc.^id imihiug more ihan conjiicture juid 
gossip. Ill the former category sve may sidejy place such events as Pheidip- 
pidcs’ run, tlie late appearance (if the Spartans, the arrival of the Plataeaiis, 
die delay in Uie attack while the opposing forces were facihg each othrir, 
the romiaiiou of the Greek army in depth for the battle, the atlack at the 
run, prot>ably exaggerated in reminiscence, and the defeat of the Greek 
centre. In the latter category would come the plana of ihr cmumiuideTs, 
both Greek and Persian, die ehrotiology of cvetiu, as to whicli memory of 
the participants In war is imtoriouJiily unrdiable,* and the happenings in 
Euboea,

r<rasoti3v lor ilir milkary movrmetiib of which Iw (elb us. Not iufrequi-ntiy 
lie ascrihcs lo milimry irommatidcrs plans and intcntiotis vvhicit are cleai'ly 
WTOtiR, jitid Uiis he fjoejt not, as I Ix'iievt, disiumeatly, hut from iiofnorancc. 
In fact, as Tnm “ has slicwn^ a knosvkdse ot' military stratc!^ was very rare 
in Cireecc in the fifth century before Christ. Greek experience of war 
Jtad, lip to tlic time of the battle of MatatJion. becti almost eniirely con¬ 
fined to i me rotate warfare, in wliicli maticcuvrc played lJule part, 11 ic 
ttortnal lartics of ihe state miUda consisted in llie direct frontal attack, 
followi’,d by band-io-hand combat. Tlie Perstajis, im the other hand, had, 
before they came iiitn contact vs’ilh the Greeks, had a long exjwni'nce of 
sui ccssful war. Their amiic,'* had rnarciicd great distanceis, tliey had liad 
to solve pmblems of iranspon, supply atiti adini nisi rat ion, and they liad 
le^ctl to combine liie ojrerations of mnanied and light tn»r>fjis with tliose 
of the mass «t slmv-moving infaniry. Exnericncc had, in fact, made them 
familiar with the general principles of military strategy, and their military 
orgatustition w'as, in general, far in adv,ttite of that of the tircck states. 
It is naiiirat, then, that Herodotus should misunderstand or ignore iJie 
reasons for the manctuivrcs of Persian armies. 

The weakness of the Persian Tnilltary system euiisisied In the Du t that 
the infaniiy core of the army on wtuch their tactical manueuvres depended 
was not ec|uinpcd to op|Jose succes^rfiilly hcaviiy-armed infantry. Up to 
the time of i(ic battle ol .Marathon ihe Perfliaiis hud not ejuWmered an 
cueni} who could witlistaiid flie combined attack of iheir Median infantry 
and cavalry, prepared by ilie fire of (heir archens. It was, 1 br licve, a 
realisation of die impirfance of giving increa.sed solidity to hU infantry 
which caused Cynn die Younger to hire the Ten Thousand, and it w as 
ctjiiallVj 1 helievo, .‘Vlexander’s realisation of tht possibilities of a eoiubina- 
titm uf the stilidityid the Greek hoplilc with the mobility and manoeuvring 
ptovci' of tlie Persian system ivhich made him the father ol'ihc modern art of 
^v■ar, 

If wr approach the story of Marathon with ihese facts in our minds, 
that is, if we ascribe to the Persian rominauders a cotisicierahly liighcr 
degiec of rniliiapt expeiieiice ihxtti Herodotus credits them with, our task 
is sinipliftod. For ilit Lhcaire of war in the campaign of Matalhon was 
sntall in extern atnJ its topographical condilions tn the fifth eeniury B.C. 
can U recoiisuucted with rcawmable acruriicy. Ground and the con- 
ditious of litnt- ami space were llicn. as liicy arc* to-day, the durniiirtting 
riwlors lxiih In tactics .‘iiid strategy. 1 start, then, my rcconstniclion of the 
catnjXiJgn nl Xfaraltjun tviih tlie premises that the Persian militarv syTstem 
ol dial iiiiic wa't liighly ticvelopcd, iluu the Persian commanders had 
beliind tliein coiisidersiblc experience of war and would act with rcasonabie 
iiilclligritce, and that vve should not expect frtim Herodotus tnidcrstanding 
of the rea.v*n.s tor a tnilkary mauCTunTc. tvhich were not nbvjoujf. 

Stripped ot accretions which have arousctl doubt or ccititmversy, iJie 
story of the campaign of Maraihcn runs:— 

After the suppression of ihc Ionic revolt Darius detCTminrd to 5ii[>pje- 
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mciit Mardorum' conqucM oCTbracc arid Macedonia by sending a eom- 
biticd naval and military expedition niidcir Dalis and j^tajphemes in the 
summer of 490 or of 49 r B.u. to mlutx Athens and Erctria in order 10 
puiush those cities hir ihc part they had tiiken in the Ionic revolt, and 
probably also with tlie object of completing Persian control of the Aegc^i, 
The t^xpedition railed by Naxra and DeloSj and^ after a firsi lantliiig 
in the hay of ICarystcR on tlie sou them coast of Euboea, proceeded to 
attack Erctria, The Ereirians appealed to the Athenians for ntlp, and the 
Athcitbas in tuiTi appealed to tiic Spartans, sending Pbtidippide^ on hb 
famous run. The departure of the Spam ns lor Athens was dchtyed h»r 
the full moou, and in the incanumi: Atbciuan help failed to reach Erctria, 



which fell after a siege of sIs days. At some time suljsrqueni to the arrival 
*»f lilt- Pci'siaii expedition in Euboea a Pemian fon:e was landed in the bay 
of Marathon, and the Aiiieoians, marebinjf north IroTTi Athens and joined 
by a contingent from PJataiHi, took post west of the plain of Manuhon. 
near ihe cnchisure of Heracles. Alter a delay of not less than five, or more 
ilian eight days, the Athenians under Miliiades attacked tlic Persians. 
The Athenian rentre was at liisi bruki-ii and pursued by tlic Pcmaii 
centre: the Greek v'ings, being intacl, turned inwards and overwhelmed 
the Persians, svlui \i'cre driven back to ibcir ships. The Persians re^'cmbark- 
ing sailed round <0 Aihetu, hut were aiiiicipaied by Miltiades, who made a 
rapid march back. Tlic Persiam then sailed away. 

This bald statement of lactj together \dth the topography of the 
theatre of war and the mitiiary requirements of the situation, Form the 
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solid biuds upon liicli s\'c have lo rt,'CtHiatmc:t, Ttimmc; nov*' to ticrodottis' 
additions to ttiis £Lor>,, wlikU modem ciiuciam finds doubtful^, ue come 
lirsi tc^ the fate ol Factria. He makes (vi. the Atltciuaji^ abatuluti liic 
pfojcfl of bringing lirip to Ivi'ctria bt^atisr llvcy liati Iciimed ol’divided 
counsels 111 the city, and of the existence of a Medistug party ready (o betray 
tiieii'country‘. He inakes (vi. loi) llie tvhole Persian ctqKtditioii privijed 
against Eretiiit and land m the hay of Mararlion alter its fall, while the 
Aihcnians do not leave the city" (vi. tog; until they gel news ot’ilie Umdiiig 
at Marathon and are joined at thr enclosure of Heracles by the Placacaii 
cojitingcni vi. lohj, This story bristles vviili difficulties, liretrk held out 
till the seventh day of the siege (vi, loi i, whit ii would Itavc tdJowed moi*c 
than suhicieiii time for Aihcuiati help to arrive, if the AlUeitians had been 
abii: and williiifi to send it, and suggests that such Medisers as llicre were in 
lireliia were a small minority. Nc*xt, the Petsian i xpcdition desiguetl 
to lie strong enough to reduce .\thejts and there could have been no intlilaty 
ica^n for employing the whole of it against the tiiucli smaller Fretriii, 
while, a< will l>e m'cn, there were good military (easnns fur adopting a 
diircreiu course. Bui the greatest difliciilty in accepting thi,'i pf>rtion of 
Herodotus' sitiry consbts in accounting For the acliori ol" the Athenians. 
\Vhy, after learning ol the fall «J Bretria and the landing of the Persians at 
Maratlton, jlintild tlicy luive marched ntnlliward.s from Athens? They 
could not have expected to be able to secure the western exits from 
the plain of Marathon, leading towards Athens, before llie Persians, and 
if thev tailed in rhb they ran the risk of fmduig Uieir position in liie 
Heiimlikon range luiued by one or other of llie routes leading from die 
plain of MaraliuiJi to Alhciis. Such a niarcli would iiave Ik'cjj wildly 
imprudent, and k entirely incompatiLle with what wi- know of Milliath-s’ 
generalship. Fhcre is ilie further tliJileulty. if we at'cepi Hertidotus* story, 
of accoutiting h.tr ihe rnat'cli <il ihc Phitaeaiis. There are two rtmtes from 
Plaiiw a to the cucUMiure of Haacks, one ninth and thr other south of the 
range which lUvidt's ,\ttica fmm Ikjeolia; the iiortlicrti route by the t-allcy 
ol the Asopos is jy miles in length, die southern hy FjeusU is 6o miles long, 
II t.hcy fiad waited tn itutreh out until otter they got llie riets's of the Persian 
hi riding at tVlariilhoiij they could hardly' have reached the enclosure of 
Heracles uiitil the fifth day after that evcni, and they would have been 
m.'iTcliiiig rust in complete uncertainty as to wiicther the Adicniaus had 
been able tu maintain ihcir position. It is liighly improlmlile that the 
Plataeans, with all ihcir devotion to Atbeus, would liave inti sticli risks, 
Herodotus i^vi. loaj makes tin* whole Persian expedition land in the 
hay ol Marathon ‘ because there was no plai:c in all Atrka sti eflnveiiimt 
foj ihcir hurse. 1 bis is cU:arK' a trliiklisli reason, tljr ii would make UatU 
have believed UiaL the Greeks woiikl have Iwcn litolish enough to come 
and fight Unu on ground whkii in ^ad jchoiM;it as heing the most stiitablc 
lor his purpose. It i^ tiiie that Alihiado did lead tltc Greeks to the attack 
in the plain, but I am going lo .mggest iliat the reasons boUi for the landing 
and tile attack wnir tlillrreiit iir iliosc w'hich Idii'rodotus gi\'es. It seeitis 
to me to In* highly improbaltJr that there was anv cavalry at all with the 
Persian exp edition at v force. \Vc have had very wide experience .d com- 
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Ijincd navul and miluan^ c:<p«nuon.'S, and nf lantUng^ on itprn [MraclifS, 
and m- have always Ibnnd eavalry to bv a rnost imisuitabir arm for micIi 
operations, unless g<K*d harlxnir fiu: ill lies arc availahlo, If is a ‘V'cty slovs' 
and dilficufc busmess lo embark and disembark cavalry on a bcarb, while 
horsH'B take up an inordiiiate amount of space on slijplxtaixl. 'riieii 
cxpcrk'uces during the stipprcssion oJ the loiiie rtrvolt must have given the 
Persians sotiic fainiliarily with the couditiojts and requirmients of eoni- 
hitied naval anti Fiiilitary i'sftedirioits, Tlici'r is tto mcuiion of cavalrs' in 
ilie story of die bat Ur. umi, wliile there is a stalcmcni (vi. lot) titai horses 
were laiulrti in latboea, tliat island is so imAuiuijie for the ranplttymcm of 
nwmnted irmvps that t IjcJicve tlie horses landed niitsi have been limited 
I n 1 hiwe <if the superior odicers. The Greeks pt>SM*ssed no eavalrjr, aittl ihci»* 
is amongst all toxips tt natural tciideticy (o dread att arm whieU they fh» 
not possess, [ suggest tliiii the deeds of the Persian eavalty were pmbahK 
ihc subject of general n?norl in Greece and that HerrKlotiu aSMimrd witlimil 
strict inquiry * that the Persian cxpedtiton was pnwided with an arm which 
the Greeks pariiculat ly feared. 

Fading ihc cavalry-, ii is necessary lo find some reason for du- landing 
at Marathoji: uivd it is liinicull to (iiid any good reason for a landing of the 
whole expedition there after the fall of Ei'ciria. Tlie next object W'as the 
capture of Athens. \Vhy, when they had command of the sea, tlitl the 
Persians land at a place which pul the defensible ranges of the Pciilclikou 
and Hymettos Ijctwcim them and their goal? Tiie snggcstioti is made lliat 
T>aiiti htiperl, through the negnt-iaiions of HippiaA (who w-as allracled to 
Marathon by I he rncmoiy* of his hillicr's e.\;.)CTienccs; seilli the MvdUing 
party iii Adieus, iti secinv the surrenrlcr iif die triwn without a figlil. But 
surely the iniliiencc of die Persian force on opitiinii in Athens would liAVe 
been much greater if if tiad nearer, and cither Aegiiia, or Salamib, or 
the western plain of'Attica would have Ijccn a more promising place than 
Marathon h'om w-hleh to correspond with the traitors, .Again, why the 
long delay on the plain of Marathon, and why, if the whole i’ersian army 
wa.*! in n-oiu of him, should Miltiadcs have attacked when be did, knowing 
that the Spartans were coming up? 

TJie only explanation advajiced is the cxlslcnee of iluj M editing party 
in Athens, which lias lo be brought in to account for a wlicile series of 
diirtcultics arid ijiiprohalillitii's. The siory ^if the Alcmaeonidae and the 
shield signal is rmc whu h 1 J'md ii diirii'nlt to swallow.. Most ot us arc 
now aware of the it-tideiiicy u> imagine or invetii spy stories during a 
of erisi:* in tvar and to exaggerate the iu-tivilics of sympathisers with die 
enemy, and this story M-cJiii. to me to be of that gome. After the haitle, 
men with shields must have been seatiervd. all over the plain <-f-Marathon,, 
and Lov% the Persiam were to pick oui a particnhir shield as tlie signal il 
is hard to understand. To arrange *• any signal the AlcTuaeoiiidae miiai 
have been in comrnunication with tlie Persians; if the Persians had been 
victorious iti the bailie it would have been cosit-r lo send a messenger. 
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and lIic art* not likely to linvc been anxious to com mil tlicmselvcs 

if the Persians were cicltratccl. ,A simple explanation ol’ the story 'Would 
seem to be that IVlLltiadcs^ knowlitg die importance of getting bark to 
Atlieii-s bcl>»rf ibr Persianseoiili! get round l'ysea,!^ejil parties up Kyn;isonra 
or Argaliki, or both) to wateli llio mcuTincnts of the Persian fleer, and that 
Some of [be men in the plain, seeing one of those parties signalling ihe 
mnvcinems of die ships, jumped to the conclusion tliat spies wore at work. 

Last, ihtrc- b the diJltcuIty of explaining why the Persians should, If 
[heir whole force iiad snflercd a liea\7 defeat oji lire plain of Maraiiion, 
have expected lo achieve anyiiiing by Ruling round to Athens. 

All, or nearly all, iliesc dilllculties disappear atid the whole story 
Ijccomes intelligible from a mililary point of view if wc assume thm 
Hcrodouis made a mistake in tlie unit" of liic fall of Lretria and that ilijH 
followed die march out of the Ailienians, atid die landing of a part of the 
Persian army ai Marathon. It is a not imnaiural mistake for Hcrctdotvis 
nifUlt;, for iimst of the delViidera i>f LrtTtria had been stain or carried 
otr into capiivity, and the Aiheuiuns in their cntliusiasm over an imcx* 
pet'lcdly compleir wctoiy would be prune to forget the fact liLai tliev hart 
r*c*^*^ nbjeci lor tvhicli they had irriginally set out from Athens^ the 
relief of Errtria, or ti they remembered it, to make the Ereiriam resixmsibic 
uu the ihitui’e, (.biccan hear^ and doubtless Herodotus heard, the vetcran.s 
of Maradion explaining uver their w ine how llmse damiicc) Etclrians had 
let them down. 

Mr. Mmtro mentions two references ti> a decree of Miltiades summon¬ 
ing the Athenians lo die help of Erciria, and ihc.se, if somewhat obscui'e, 
at least show [hat there is other evidence licyond the strong iniliiary 
probabiliTies that the march of ilic Atiicnians from Aihcm preceded the 
tall ol Lrctna, \\jth that alteralioii in Honxiotus' Timing of events it is 
possibJe to reconsinii i a story wlilcli is militarily comjjrcbcnsiblc.

Just as the hay of Karysios was an uSLcellent choice of a site lor an 
ad\^nced base, so the ba>' and plain of Maraihou w ere cxtclleiu choices of 
ptisniojis for a force coveruig the sic^e of Ei etria, 'I'lic Kyiiosoura pcniiisu la 
provided an anctioi n^je in ilie norUieni portion of I he bay sheltered from 
the east winds, and Mardoiihn^"’ cx[M;ricitcc3 iii the contiucst of Thrace had 
tanght the I’crsiaiis U* respccl iJie dangej-s nf a lee shore. Xentes' cnii- 
structioti of the canal of Moutn AtJios evidence of the effect of ilmi 
experience. In ihe tiortherii ptrtiott ul the hay there is anchoiage space 
for iUKtiJt triremes j lnsc inshore.** Datis’ ships could ilierc he kept 
ready for imnu'dlatc aeilon, if the Athenians ^vcrc ui aitcnipi to move bv 
sCiJ up the chiUiiiel (n f.rcLi'ia. Sinulariy. troops, encamped noriji

This pt>sition is aliout 2300 yards in extent, 
and w;is therefore snitabJe fora force of iG,000 combat ants drawn op five 
deep ' Ihe topographical conditions of the plain of Marathon tiortli of 
the t liaiadra tjr;»ok arc then suiied 10 a force of the sijjc wliicJii I Imw 
alUmcd to Datis. 'iTc Persian commanders pl;ui was stratefficaMv a 
sound one provided ihnt he was strong enough to defeat any attack of iht 
Ailieiimns until he was joined by ,\riaphern«. With a hing record of 
victory behind them liie Persians had good rr-ason lo hdieve that they eouid 
repulse miy attack by an LH|itaJ or inferior nuniher of Greeks, and Diuis had 
in Hjppias a reliable rouree of ttiformiUton as ti> the tiumber of troops the 
.\tbcmaiis could put into liie fieid, and nls^j as to the topography of the 
phun 0l Maralhoji, lor the rea-spm given alxrvc i agree with Druntker 
and w till those who Jiavc followtxl lum in pUt iiig the anchorage of Dads' 
^ups in the nurthcni part of the bay, and his camp north of Un- CJliamdra 
Tliere IS no lenahlc inthtap explanation ot a landing on the coast south oi’ 
tile C^naradra brook and ol die Fersian force remaining with its bank to the 
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scaf wiiboiu any atiojnpi to sw'art iJit cxlis iVom ihc plam^ wliich rV'Idciitly 
was not made, as ilic Greeks tm reaeliiiii^ die cjiclostux' of ilcraelcs did nui 
come mio oullkioi) witli tlu: Persians. Any sensible commaniJer in snth a 
position would have taken steps tn watch I lie iviack leading lo .Aihen*.* 
If, on the other hand, the l.jitdiiig wan made nortlt crUie Cliarndni wit)} I lie 
object of foveriiig (hr stegr uf Errtria, there was no need to disperse the 
Jin'ce by occupying the souUiem exits from the plain. 

Turning now to the Athetiians. iny Miggcstion is that on rreriving the 
appeal from Erctriii diey, urged by .Miliiades, marched out by the rr-ad tcp 
(.'lialkis ihmugh Dekclria, Inn when near that place Lhcy heard of the: 
landing of Dalis, and aher moeiing or getting into nnidi with the Plataeaiis, 
who vciy probably had received a similar appeal from Eretria. they moved 
down to the enclosure of Heracles lo cover Athens. The pusidon ot’ the 
enclosure of Heracles has lieen idem 'died bv LoJlitig,’' but I am in elin crl to 
think that die camp of the Aiheniaps must have been in the v’aUny south of 
the eticloHii'c near \'ra4ia, if tliey were to have ohiahird auHieient water 
lor the prolonged halt. Tlieie the Athenians icere clone to the tiorthem 
tfiad from tlie plain of Marathon to Athens, ,md they tlankcd thr sonthem 
mad. 

In these positions die I.W'O foreei rrmaitied facing each other for fnmt 
five to eight days. Datis had no re:enni tor advancing upon Athens or 
ultacking die Athenians until he Wits joiner] hv Anaphernes. Miltiades 
prohah!^' hoped ihat Datis might come and attack liiin tn his strong position 
in the hills, or that t!re Persians W'oiild not move untd the Spartans arrived, 
but in any event he ivould have natnraliy postponed to the last possllde 
moment the desperate expedient of an attack ujion a superior Persian force, 
Hut when dir news of die fall of ErcirLi reached the Athenians, MiUiades 
made the only decision which could have sa\'e(i Ailiens, for if Datis aUnic 
could not be defeated it lA'onld he hopelcs.s to attempt anyUjiing against 
Oail.s and Artapheriies logethcr. Miliiatlcs thercFoiv fonned the whe and 
Ixilil deci&tui) to attack Dalis Irelbrc Artaphemes could come up. Such 
seems tit be the only tciiiibk explanation of the delay bctw'etTn the atrival 
of the Aihctdans at the enclosure of Heracles and the battle, The alter* 
native expianaliiiti (hut the whole Persian force remained inactive on the 
plain of Marat ho 11 for rrt>m fivx to eight days, svhilc ni;gutiations were going 
on w ith I he Medising parly in Athca'i, is to my mind much less credible, 
for apart from other dilficnlhcs there wxndd not have tMu;n siiDicieiit water 
(or tlic tvholc Persian expeditionary force for that rime at the end uf the 
diT season, unless the conditions of water supply ^vc^c radically diflerent lo 
ivhai they are today, and of this there is no sign. 

So far I have followed very- closely Mr. Muiiro^s version of llit* story 
of Maraiiion, while giring in more detail than he docs the tnUiiary retuons 
for thinking that vci-siori probable. Biii I vciitLire to differ from his account 
of tlic battle and frcmi those of other comincntatoi's. He and others draw 
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up thr IVrsian army iu the plain witii [ts. back tu the sea, I tlntl it diJncuU 
lo nixnsmt for sucifi an arrarii^mcnt. Jf Dads inicridcd Jir liati actually 
hcsiuii to Tf-t-mljark when Xiiltiadcs attacked, the natura! plate Fur a 
re-cinbai'kation would haw bcicii llii: norili shore of the bay, where the 
shore in add!Lion to bein'; under the tthclicr of Kynosoiira peninsula allotvs 
of vessels betni; auchored closer in than ia the ease I'linfier sonth. The 
natural position from whieh to cover stieli ati embarkation would have 
been tin- line ol‘ the Charadra brook. .Most of the Great Marsh would at llie 
end t>r thr tlrv’ seasoit have been passable and need not liavc inicrfered 
with tlte embarkation, if the Persian army svas established south of the 
CliJtradra, before the Greeks came out into the plain and deployed, 1 can 
find no reastm lor the battle Uhng fought ns Hciiodntus describes it. In 
I bat <;tfc the Persians would have been much neart'T the soiuherti or coa-st 
road to Athens than were the .Athenians at the enelostire of Heracles or at 
V'rana, iuid JJatis could have turned tlicir position without dilRctilty, 
covcrijii? his tnovemenl by the coast ixmd with a Hank guard in the fool- 
hills of Mount Argaliki and a rearguard at the Little Alarsh. If, alter¬ 
natively, we suppose dial Dads, lull ol coulldetiee, welcomed the battle 
and preferred a Qght tm lltr plain to manncnvtc, it is hard to understand 
why he should have allowed the Greeks to come out of the dcfde aud deploy 
to a flank, witliin a thuuaand yards of liU front, a slow and daiigeix>tis 
rnatimuvre which invited attack.Ou the other hand, if we plaix the 
Persuni army with its right on tin* Igot-hiiU ofMouiit Stavrokorahi, its left 
on the sea, and its itliips anchored off the shore of the bay, these diliicultics 
disappetir. The Grireb coming out of the defile tvould then have deployed 
in I hr direclioii lii w hich they were marching, a spcetlier and letfs dangerous 
inanofuvxe than deployment to a flank. Mihiades wdscly decided to secure 
his Hanks by Iniming his wings in deptii and his centre In line [\'i, tit). 
Ttie ten tribirs arid tlic Flaiacans might then have been deployed as 
indicated in (ig. 

11 may be assiuiicd iti view of the object of this formaiioii that Miltiades 
luid Ins v^lijgs si> drawn up as to be able to form them capidlv to a Qank, 
It is [x>ssible that Llie deployment or a part of it was made at the double, 
but the S1017 of the charge over eight rurioiigs is tww discredited. It is now 
generally ;iccepted that Milliadcs' object was to come to close miariers 
witbout esposittg his men for any length ol time to the lire of the Persian 
archers, in whicli case the distance over which the charge was made would 
prolinhiy not have exceeded 300 yards. A’ow in the up|ier part, of its 
course the Charadnv brttok Hows through broken country, in the middle of 
its course through a Hat plain, and here in summer it is a negligible obstacle’ 
as it nears the sea the banks become steeper and do constitute an ol>staclc.

One would cxpfct, then, dw* Grerk wntre from tu fommuoii die iiaiure 
of the ground to have advanced wore rapidly than the wings, Oiming 
up against the pick of die Persifu; iroop^ the anack nf the centre was 
repulsed, and the Persian centre, probably dilnkmg liiat the battle w^ 
won, pursued without taking any measures to protect ill flanks, ^ It wooM 
seem probable from Herodotus’ account that w'hile the leading lines of the 
Greek wings engaged the Persian wings., the rear lintfs formed inward* and 
overwhelmed die Pci'slan ce-iitre. It seems hardly credible tJiat the re*ir 
lines of the Greek wings sliould liavc remained passive spectators of the 
piinaiii of the centre whllt- die leading iinca were engaging the Peniuti 
wings. After the defeat of their centre die Persians were driven back 
through dir Great Marali to their ships. It was a tradition in Athinis that 
the greatest Persian loss took place in die Great Marsh, and tilts was

illustrated in the painted Portico executed in the lime of Pericles. This is 
the kind of traditiois upon wliich reliance can be placed, for such an event 
would have remained in the memon'' of Athenian wairiors.j but fighting 
in the Great Marsh is not compatibW with a baidc in the plain south of 
die Charadra. I have already giv^cn reasons for luu lictim'ing that fighting 
could have taken place as far souih as ihc Liide Muish. 

It w'ould seem that a desire to bring die Soros into the picture and 
HerodoiuK’ staicmciu that die Greek Centre was pursued into * the Inner 
country ’ has caused Mr, Munro and others to make the Persians fight with 
their backs to the sea, Scldiemann in 18^4 diwxivercd msolltiiic implements 
in the Soros, and this for a time discredited its cnmicxion with die lititik. 
Stais in i8fjf> discovered in the Soroa L Lie remains of cinccars' urns of die 
Marathon period, and since tliai discovery commentators have endeavoured 
to arrange the story of the battle so as in make die heavieiii Greek lotiscs 
take place near the Soren. I suggest that IhuIi Scldiemami and Stab are 
right, that the Stiros existed before the battle and that the Athenians, 
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desiring lo have ^ worthy' rcstiitg-ptacc for thi* chief of their dead, hunietl 
•ill' I'wdlcs on the plain and deposited die ashes in die Soros, ijic only 
pronilTiciii feature on the plain, in preference m erecting a new mound. 
M to the puraiiii into the inner cc)uiiir>% it Is natural that the men of the 
Creek centre wlieu repulsed sSiovild Im'c Jlcd towards the defile irnm uhich 
ihcy came, followed by Ute Persians^ and that Hemdotm iinghi reasonably 
have called a pumiit into the inner coimtrj*,

117), are even appmsimaidy correct, the proportion of casualties 
was, m one would CTTpcct, highhe joined, I sutsfcst, by Anaplicrncs- 
victorious force; so, with such a rcinforcemciit, an attempt i<i aiuicipate 
Miltiadcs at Athens w'as uaturaL Tliis tailed ow'ing to Mniiade!!’ prompt 
march back to the city' and, finding that the Spartam wci^ approaching 10 
reinfoiTC the Athetuans, the Persians sailed awaN-. Platti says the Spartans 
airited the day after the battle, and ihk h in accordance with Hcrodolitt' 
statcmeni that they reached the baitlc-fidd in time to view the Persian 
dead (vL i^o). 

SurJt, dicn, is my reconstruction of the storv of Marathon. It invoK-es 
only one important departure fimm Hciodoim, the date of the Gill of 
Erctria, and ts > in accordance with die miUtary probabilities and the topo¬ 
graphy of the ilieatre of hliiraihon was not, as Circasv made it, the 

first of tile decisive battles of the world. It did not cause the failui'c of a 
Pei'S!an attempt it» conquer Orcecc. It was an incidciu in a Persian 
punitive expedition which w-os panlally successftil. li did not, as the storv 
of the ewnts which preceded Thcnnopylac shot vs, inspire die Greeks with 
any Us ting sense of supt*rf(inty over tiie Pet-sians. Mtkiadcs by his judg- 
mentand courage saved Ailieiis, bm it was Salamis, not Marathon, which 
pul a term to the advance svtststards of Persian conqtn^t and tuituix:.

ExCiWATIOks at Sparia liave cfe^artd up iTiatiy of die problem!! con¬ 
nected with the class oJ’ noitcry now dcrinitcly rucofiiiisefi as Laeoniau, 
but the g:reat ruimbcr of tbe royillulogica] scenes, foiiiid mainly on kylikrs, 
form a. group quite distinct in spirit and design from die otlier ivpes of 
detoration used on Laconian ware,^ and it is still a questitm whctliiTr the 
eases witli ihesr scenes [nearly all of ibcm found outside Greece) could 
really have come fnim the workshops whidi lumed oiH rhe vasci: femnd 
in Spartan soil. There must be some distinct and jiowcriul ciiUJtc, lying 
siuiside the normal growtJt nf local artiJ^tic tradition, lo account lor this 
new dcvebpiiieiu, and this cause, a$ I will try to shew, seems to be the 
coming of Bathycics of Magnesia lu build the gieai Tlironc of Apolb at 
AmyrIacA 

The palnti'Ts of the kylikes put a really vivid feeling for narrative inio 
their figure scenes and we make a poor re.sputis<; when w'c have to coufess 
that in many ctasejs wc catinoi recognise ssliat is the story they iclt. lUtl, 
read in the light of Pausanias’ description ul the scenes'used to decorate 
the Throne, so many of the dinicutitcs seem to find a solution, that one 
can cKily cnnchide that Bathycics* * work Jtas been tile iaqnration behind

How dose the pictures oji liic kylikes are 10 liaiJiycles’ work is another 
matter. There arc certainly signs of Ionian influence in a great number 
of them, bill the: drawing of othen; show's a strong Cbrinthian tradition, 
which, however, may only mean that the composition has been adapted 
lo fit his OW’D artistic methods by a painter Trained in tiie mainland school:

Iinmcdiaidy to the left of Zeus 
stands Heracles tvith Alliena behind him. 

Till* Leipzig cup shows parts of the figures of Zeus ajitl Cycnus, Zeus, 
nude (witliout ch1am>'s), strides to the right in just the same way: the 
lliunderlmlt in his left hand is uimilstakable, ah hough much conveiiiional' 
ised on the Uiie:s of ihe lotus-bud ornaiuent found on another Laconian 
vase,^ and the fact iliat it is in lii% left hand is enough to siiow what the 
scene is. If Zens were actually attacking a Giant/'* the thitmicrboli 
would Uc in his right hand as in all drawings of the Gigantomachy, but 



tlici'c secinft lo be no auUirntic exampif of the Cycnus episode shewing 
Zeus with the bolt iu bis riglit hand. Here lie only steps in to stay the 
ftghti he does not lake an active pan in it and, as a rule, has lioth bands 
empty. Only on the Jekythos meiitiojncd alxivc does he hold a ihunder- 
Ijolt, and then it is in Ills left band. The figure of Cycnus on tlie Leipzig 
tup is verv fragnicniim , lull what ilicic is of it repnxlutrs closely (he 
figure tin llie hydria, with ihc right leg stretching behind the ftwii of Zeus, 
though the left tiand Is tn^ated diflcrcntly—flung back witliinit the spear. 
There scents no doubt o1 the identity of ibe scenes on the ilirce vases: 
they miwt derive from a common uritpnal. possibly a Laconian ojic, lor 
it is typical of the Laconian artist, avoiding drapety whenevi’r possible/* 
to draw his Zeus nude, though pictures of die Cycnus stoD’ as a niie 
shew’ hiirt in a chiioii. V\’bile the tivdna and the Ickyilios give ihc more 
complete version, die circle of the fjicoruan kylbt has linilied the scope

Heracles, to ri^U gtasps die wrist of 
the Chmtattr who thces him, and, tltougli his club is in liis hand, his tiow 
and amns's. his traditional weapons against die Ceniaiirs, are i.iut of 
action, slung over his shotildcr, Ikrhind hiti] are other Centaui’S 
Ike ill disorder to die left, two of ilu-ni Jallen to the ground. Corinlhiau 
vetsiotis offer no close parallel,^** ihougli Peloptmncsiau tradiliou may 
accoimt for a Heracles tviihout nis lion-skin anti pcrliaps for the shaggy 
coals of some of tilt Ckiuaiint, rentkniai by rows of short iudsiotis <ili the 
hlacJc glaze.®' fiui on the other hand there must he sotne new stnuxe 
cl' inspiration to account for ihe swing ;ifid H\TJincss in the drawing of 
the Hceing Ccntaui's. The fact ihat tw’o of them have human, and die 
others eCjiiinc Ibrclegs is im clue 10 die origin of ihe design, for Ckntaurs 
of botli forms liavc their prototypes iii Ionia and on the mainland alike, 
but ivheii one of the C'entaurs of the lihios fincla so close a parallel as it 
does on a Pontic vase in Munich (here is ckariy some tpu'slmn of Ionian 
inflneiice at llie hack ttf the design.®* 

Por the rCiSl of die frieze, whkU shews Achilles, w'aiting In aitihiish 
for Troilos — -not one of the subjects wlneh decorated the 'flimne—the 
artbt had no new model. He here works on a iraditioii alreatly estaltlished

that lilt well-known scheme came most readily it> the irnaginaiiori of ihc

Tiic treapire on the kylix is nut the Orljerus with slim l^fKly and 
long, narrow head of CiOnivthian and Attir art,*® but lias more to do with 
rhe heavy, tnastilT tvpe of Ionian art; *** this type of dog would lx? the one 
nauirally used by the artists of the Tlmmc, hnt it would be a pnxalc to a 
mainland artist, so be has copied it on the linos of the only thing he knows 
like it—the linn ol the Corinthian vases—giving il the lion‘5 mane and 
tutted tail.

figures with little alteration. It is templing to assume lltat the material 
for alt three iTtsc^^aintings lias been drawn Irom some lost picture of the 
lityos episode.^ Loesclickc fias already suggested their comiexioii with 
the Amyelaean riimiie,'’^ and it may be that tlicy have some more direct 
link witli it than merely a common artistic tradition derived from Tonia. 

In this cunncitiotJ 1 am strongly tempted m see a fourth irvsiauce of 
pi Apollu wearing a helmet on an amphora, also ‘ Tyrrhciiijm,’ fornicrli* 
in die Bdurgulgnori C^dlrctkin and now in Bcrliii,*^ in a scette which has 
been read in two ways—as the sacrifiL-e uf Polyxciia and again as Alcnuiciin 
taking vengeance on Eriphylc for the death of his father ^neither of 
them entirely satisfactory ; the picture seems to lie only another variation 
on the H'lrttstic material which the three Tityos vases have variously drawn 
upon. \Vc rccognire, besides thi: hchneted warrior, ihc draperu fcmalir 
figiire who stands to the left of the picLurc, ilic wide, cmiirolticreil hands 
Oft the women’s dresses and. on tlie right, the pair, man and ivnintm, 
Turming side by side. One suspects the same myth heluiid it all, 

hut there is a good deal more—a chariot, a femaie figure, fill Jen over 
an altar (?J, and a snake. dicsc, I think, find a place in the Titytis 
story—but in the second act, tile slaying of the PytliCin. 

Tiicre seems to he a well-established tradition tjiai Uic Pytlion, slain 
by Apollo ai Delphi, uas female : may not the fiillett figure be slic, 
fallen, not over an altar, but uver the omphalos, her tomb? Her angry 
siiakc-splrit rises from Iser sitle, mciiacing the armed ,\poiloi who turns 
Ui lice in hU cliarioi to Tcnipe, according to the Icgeutl, to lie purified 
of the crime.®" 

I'ht- figures of the man and woman, running in front ol“ tlic horso 
of the chariot, rejtcal closely the Tityos and Lcco of ilie fragment in Atliens.^ 
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l>iit [be woman tdruriy holds a bow iti licr band,*" and so can only be 
Ariemis. wliom wc sbovxTd cspcci to find ficrc ivitb her brolhtr and who 
does not appear else where in the picture, Tlie artist's confusion of the 
two ijodd«^es maj nol be cntiiely Uis otvn, for ibere is literary cvidcjicc 
of a tradition wliidt makes Tityos attack Artemis in place of Lcio,*“ If 
this figure is U> be taken as Arlemis \vc may see I,>eto in tbr draped figni'c 
dial apjwars. as on I he Louvre and Comcni \ t<> the left of the 

picture, or [>crliaps one should interpret the group of four as TheniLs, 
witii her attendant Homi, wiio laments llie fair of Python atid is bcrsrb 
sooii to be driven from Delphi by the new giid.**- 

This version of the slaying ofPythcn brings ns -^irry nciir to the Laconian 
picture of Apollo Pythoktotios with the snake darting its head to right 
and faced by an Ajfoiln wiiii hcltnet, shield and spi'^ar, though the Laconian 
ariisi lias used simpler elements tbai he was familiar vriih — the small 
huildiiig and the * Wnukiiee' figiu'c^^ hidden behind a circular shield— 
iuslead of vcmurkig on the mote varied figures of the elaboraie scene ihai 
3pp*;ars on the Bourguignon ampLtora. 

Wltai is the link between the two? Is it jjossiblc that llie Attic artist 
fimtid the rich material of hb picture in sonic famous design — the design 
lolUnvcd also by Kathy ell's to pian'idc hi turn the model wliidi the painter 
of thr Lacoiitaii kyhx has used in his humbler way? 

TJic sequel to die sh< Kiting of Tityoa, the puinsliment iniiicied im 
him by Zeus in flades. may also have Ibrrnetl pan of the picture seeTi by 
Paiisanias. If so, tlie second figtirc on the kylix in the Vatican w hirb 
some have identified as I'ityos,*® bound and devniircd by the STllturc, 
may have been taken from the design on the Throne, isolated Irom its 
setting, and used to batance the figure of Allas.*'*

On the kylix apparently lack of space has curtailed liic mimhcr of 
fi^ircs and—with his dislike of drapery'***'‘—the artist has discarded the 
pionyBiis, Ibr the nude figure cannot, i ihhik, be i!ic god, as Jacopi takes 
it t(.t be: it Is quite exeepiiotial for Dionysus to he shown iiude.^^* 

The greater number of the vases bearing tliiit scene are of Ionian 
design,'"^ as one would expect vvJtcn the gtxl UimscifsA of Easteni origin,'®* 
and, taking into account lUe evidence Irom the oUier half of the kylix, 
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one m:iy reasonably suppct&c ihat this Laconian version pf the episevde 
has some ctjmicxipii with the one recorded on the Throne. 

In connexion with the episode here recorded by Pansanias, the scene 
on anotlicF Lajconiaii kylix^**’’ (Fi)^. loj, which has been read in a nuniber 
of ways, may perhaps find its true interpretation. Can the two iif^ures. 
seated racing one anoiljcr, be simply Hera and Zeus, angrily g^tienJating 
over licr ridiculous ptisition? Tlicy are certainly like the Zeus and Hera 
on the Francois vase,^^** where the episode appears in fnlh lliough, lltcre, 
Inilh Hera and ZeuS are sealed lo the tight, their cliairs have fonistuols 
and are of die regular Attic pattern and there h a wealth of fine detail 
ill dress and furniture that is never Ibund in Laconian vase-paintings. 
On the kylix, |>er]ia|)s for the xake of symmetry of design, Ute Laconian 
artist has turned Zeus round to face Hera and he has drav/ii the chairs 
like tho.'sc he is most familiar witit—the type, with lions’ leijs before and 
behind, long, sloping back, crowned with a palmctte, and peculiar arm-rest, 
tound frec|ucntly on Spartaii w'orks of art.^'’ Boili va.sc8 show the arms 
of Hera raised in the same position, but on ilte Francois vase rdiougli 
part of the vase is missing Jjcrc J Zeus, svttlj his sceptre m his hattd, makes 
a inorr: digtiificd figure than he does on the I.>aconiaii kylix, wlitre, as on 
the cup in Cassel,'^' he gesticulates w Uli Ixnh hands u> give emphads to 
Ills words.

This 
pas.sagc Imm Pittisanias seems to offer a clue; may not the central draped 
itgurc he read a.s Proterts in the grip of McneJaus, the man who stands to 
the right r»f him and pulls him forward with a hrni hold on iictk and 
smst? {The four lines on the neck of Proteus can only be taken as the 
fingers of a hand: there seems no other cxplaiiatiott nos-siblc,*^*) Behind 
Proteus stands a sccand male figure, one of Mcuelaus’ companions,'^’ 
g^iiculaiing. Tht: paiidld qaisotle of Heracles' struggle with Nereiw is 
pictured in miirh die same wav on two li.-f. .Attic vases; Nercus, a tall, 
stooping figure to rigid, in a fong chiton and with an himaUon over his 
arms, is held in the gra.sp of Hcrac]c.t, but in this case it is his daughters, 
the Nereids, who are introduced as spec la tors of the Struggle. On the 
Laconian kylix the attendant male figure makes a dlfTcrcnt interpretation 
of the xcctic necessary, and this pa-ssage from Pamanias’ description of 
the Throne seems to supply it. 

ihe siihjt'ct is not Kiiow'n on any other tvork of art, and it has been 
stiggesied ihai wluil P,'tusanias saw was really a picture of the struggle 
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between Heracles and Nercus,^^* but this woitid be a curious [nisiake for 
bim fo have made, and surety the fact diat it is a local hero'"s exploit is 
enough TO explain the choice of iliis I'arer version tif the weli-knowa scheme, 
while die artist would welcome a means of avoiding the dark mass of a 
Nereid’s dress and of getting the lighter silhouette of a male figure to 
contrast with the draperies of the Proteus.

Ihe hisToncal value of (he passage miglit well be impugned on the 
ground ihai Attic orators often gave vent to such pieces of vituperation 
with fittle or no regard to truth._ Tliis contention is partly strengthened 
by the fact that there is a special iinprobahility in this charge against 
Glaiicetes, He svas still able lo serve on a forcigit embassy in 355, ihrough 
winch he became tiivolved in the case against Timocraics: so lifiy years 
earlier he must have been rather if.n) young to have committed serious 
d^redatioiis on Athctis from Dctelca-* But these arguments only seriously 
affect I lie tjiiesiioit of Glattceics’ rcsponsihilitv for dcpretlations before 
—*1 question which we must leave unsolved; they no ntjr necessarily 
weaken the ^Tdiditv of rlie rest of Demosthenes' account: i.t. that there 
was ii hamiost in iWclea, to whom tithes were paid." In fact, if Demos¬ 
thenes was uttering a slander, it was not likely to he an ciilircly nonsensical 
slander. Presumably, he thoiiglu tliai iliese circumstances would at least 
seem sufficiojitly plausible lo his Athenian audience; but tlus tcould not 
rctiuh e a very high level of Itisiorical rmib- 

Tlie claim ol Demosthenes’ stairmetit for serious coiLsitloraiion is 
greatly strengthened by its coinddence with Xenophon's allusiou, SimT 
laily, the rdiahility of the text in Xeiioplion's HtIUmca is vindicated by 
its correspondence in thought with Demosthenes' narrative. Thus the 
two passages derive mutual siipjatn from each otltcr; and it seems worth 
widle to investigate flu^he^ the possible impbcaiions of this liltle-lauiwn 
fai l aixau the Spartan fMicvjpation of Dccclcat vlx. that a tithe of rhe 
siioib from Attica, dedicated 10 Apollo, was deposJicd wltli a harmosl

iUnhofilics. But Spartan kings in the field were not limitctl, except by 
the presence of Ephors or (ruti^uhoi on their staff.

ui' lUe king. Agis was not acciLSlomed to rciuni each uuitimu to iipai ta 
ffoin Attka, ax Ise did later Hon* F*lw. He teniaiiu’d ouUEdc the IklopiHi* 
new throughout the winicr. On the other Jiand, to judge from 'XhuLydlJi^. 
Agiv did not I'oiirine himself to Dert'lea, hut w;ts acevistomc<l to lead Ids 
forces to any place where they miglii lie tici-clcd. For Instance, in the 
winter of 413 he maix;hCTl as Ihr as the Oetaeaus and Aehaca FhthiotisA* 
Hence it is trvddcii; that Dccclea must have been occupied also by a pt^r- 
rtiitiic'iiT KinTisou and a rommaoder, as long :ts Agis was aw ay. 

Tins othcer will have rakcii over ihc hill command, of Petelca only 
in I he ab^fiicc of Agis. .For wJieii itie king woa presem in itie field, all 
olfier :ipartaiis by i>6uos were Ids suboiTdinairaA^ This fact raises a slight 
diflkuUy; Jbr it is clear that DcmosiUcnes does jiot Jcfer to any short 
iniervah Endcntly he rt-presiaited the harmost as cotiliniiahy receiving 
the tithe. This tnay be jiist a lletinn on Demosthenes’ pari, by wldcU he 
lias converu?<l a teniporar>’ into a pcrmant-ni oflkial. lint it is (lOl im- 
posdhh: that sueii a liarrno&i might L'ontiinie to exercise a suhordinate 
anthority. eveti when Agls was present, provided that he had >1 spcchil 
function to inrrform.

Our evidence, tlum, on (hr functidns of hiirtnosi.s scents to indicate 
that just such a diit^ as Dc-jn(ii.theiies iinpUes tntghi in; typical ioi one of 
them. $a Ihr as our limited informatinn goc»^ lIicx''; is no iustaitct where 
a harmost, so called, ever commatids a hwly of'Spartiutes; they .'ire only 
crimmandcrs of ncodamodts or allies.*’ A*ow ir seems clear that .\iiis 
had no Spartialcs at Drcclca, except liis own staff. The Ibrrcs there were 
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generally: 0) ganistui of allies of a fbeed nuitiber periodically relieved* 
(ii) andi additional forag^ers as might a Uadi llicmsclves icmporiffilv or 
pcminncntly to the garrison.’* The poaiiion of Lysippus at EpitoJiutn 
(already discussed) suggests tltat a liarmost rtiiglu appropriately be etn- 
ployed to co>ordinatc the operations ol' such a heterogeneous force at iiis 
own diacmion in the king's absence, and perhaps even tinder his control 
when present. 

It remains to ask how‘ the Thebans came to have a claim to tlih tithe 
collected from the booty. The scantiness of our evidence on the terms 
of the dedication precludes the possibility of a direct aiiswer. But, at 
any rate, apart from their quota as Spartaks allies, the Boeotians niiist also 
have provided ihe largest snare of additional raiders from Decclea. Their 
very nearness would Ludlitate that; and also we liave the evidence of the 
historian from Oxyrhynchiis [XII, 4), \vlio might even |>c initipt'ftcd 
as alluding to the tithe : Ti n y^p dv^pirroSci m\ tdi Junmi TrAntro tc Bocni

But it seems just as likely that the lustonau knew, 
bui did not Slop to mention more clearly, the fact tlvat a tithe was left with 
die Spartan harmost in Decclea. On much of the booty this percentage 
could best be commuted for a cash payment. Also ilic BoiMidan League 
as the chief contributor to ihis fund felt aggiieved somehow at the niaiiner 
in which Spai ra had disposed of the whole,

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Recejit re^rch is making ui d^Iy better acquainted wiUa B^icantitn! 
religious buildings. Saint Sopliia h a bjTvrjrd in architectural history 
atid the Byaaiidtie style has been drawn on in the West perhaps more than 
any other. But «f the secular btiildtngs of Byaatitiuni, of die great palaces 
so famous in history, lew examples have been s]>arctl. Accounts tell ua 
of the great palace at Constantinople, but of r.lus vast collection orbuildiiigs 
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little mure than a siiiglc stair remains above ground. Of the palace of 
the Hebdnuiou, situated on the Sea of Marmora to the south of the capital, 
even less is to be stseii, i hough funher excavations would probably prove 
fhiitful, and of the mediaeval palace of the lilacbernae tm the Golden 
Horn, wliich served as the Imperial residence aftet the eleventh or twelfth 
century, only a single building, the Tdtfoui Serai, survives. At Salonica, 
one of the most impiirtant citicsi of ihc Byzantine world, dterc are no more 
llvan a few foundaiions in ihc Turkish foi l. Ai Nii aea, the capital of the 
empire for some years when line Greek mlcrs were driven om of Con- 
itandnople, there is nothing. Only at Mistra, near Sparta in Greece, 
and at Trebizond, at thr eastern conier of the Black Sea, do ihc actual 
walls of (he old palaces sunuve. The ibnner, Though now the Larger and 
die better prcscived, tvas in mediae^^al times the Itss important, fur Mistra 
w as but the capital of a despot or prince, whereas Trebizond was governed 
by a line of emperors wlio ruled for no less than 237 years.

Here was 
situated the main ciii ranee gate, defended by various towers of considerable 
Atrenglh. Here h also dial (he severt^st attacks took place, and here 
(he walls '■iifrercil mtisi at the liands of invaders. Bui In spite of Lliis the 
ujipcr citadel was the strongest of the three, ojid hence wilhiri its waits 
v^ete siuiaied ILt' palace and the more important adrniniairaUve buildings, 

Desrrtpljonv of mediaeval tTavollcrs give us. some idea of the Itjrmcr 
magnifui'iit't: of ilip palace, wliich contained guest-rwinis, the royal apart- 
TTtviiU, lilt* ircHsury, archives and the government otticcs. '['hr Imcst 
pari wa< know ti iw (he “ Golden Palace ol (he tkinmeuf^,* (t was reached 
by a marble stair and was snrroiiiuled by overhanging baleruiicv of teruKl, 
piTihably not nnlikc those which wc sec to*day in the drsened monasteries 
near iVehistond «i iti those more pro.'spcrous ones on Mount Aihos. i'he 
great hall, with marble Door and waits decoTuicd with ponr.iics of fhe 
Goninctjc emperors, was apparently the largest conjunction, for the council 
tlmmhiT, wiili roof supported on fbur marble cotumm, was stiuatcd above 
it.

From the sea sshal remains of ihesit walls pvescnis a nUjst Impressive

Traces of tills remain along 
its whole length, and Lynch's plan, wliich we have foUnwed here, seems 
in be reasonably accurate. \\‘c were unable to check it thrmighotit, 
owing to lltL- inaccessibility of the greater part of the wall. 

As we have already noted, the somh-eastem coimcr of the upper 
ciiailr-l ccin^thmcd ihr wiijikfsi j>oijii in tJie dclcixsivc suhtme, and h wajj.

An exammation of the grcnind plan of the palace reveals the feet that 
it was bnih to face westwards. All the more import ant rooms overlooked 
the western ravine, while to the cast there seems to have been a road 
and to die south a square, between the rooms and the ramparts. The 
buildings that snrv'ivi; to-day Irelong to several periods, the earliest work, 
which dates in all probability from Roman tunes, being characterised 
by laige square hloi'ks. Tltcrc are three main divisions, separated by 
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terraces Supported by btiitresses, TJid strongest and uppermmi builduigs 
arc those in Ibe south-eastern i:(>mer ^vliieh liavc already been described. 
Next to them in [losition tame the main halls and dtvellii^^rooms of the 
palace, situated to the nnith-wcsi of the square railed “ Epiphania/’ in 
mediaeval times a Mntl oftorso, arouttd which cenired the official, court and 
^ooal life of the city. The w'alb and window of many of these palace 
huildii^s stil) anir^nve (Fig. fi) and tlic tcrr^iccs on which they stood, though 
covered and Intricd with debris, aie still to be made out- But it is 
impossible to state definitely which were tlic rooms inluiliited by the 
Emperor and other mcmbccs tjf the royal Ikmily and svliicli of the 
"windows hclnngisd to the great liail or to tlic refectory, of wliidi we 
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read such gtowing accounts, llic elaborate stone frames of some of the 
vritidovs-s svin'ivr (Fig. 7), suggesting that ilu' upper stories, in tins area 
at iRiWt, were more important than the lower ones. 

Ii is this middle area that b ihe most interesting, and it is here that 
oe can allow tin* imagination to carr>‘ us away from die foundations of 
fact. It is thus tempting to idcniib' the large rectangular structure which 
runs beside the western wall {5 on Han) with the great hall of the palace. 
Close to it, to the semth-east, is a more or less square building (4 on Plan), 
which popular iradidon terms the bedchamber of die Empress Theodora. 
It was apparently used for mativ years by the Turkish Governor, though 
now ii is rooft^s and is rapidly lallitig into decay. Close to it, and partly 
built ill with It, is a small Turkish bath which wa.s probably reserved hir 
his use. It is not of very' early date, however, though Byaatnitic material 
lias probably been re-used. 


But cxcav.'itioJi alone will be able to deter mine the tnie identity of the 
I'tioms, and only when (his has been undertaken will it lie po!>siblc to 
make a complcic plan of the palace. Excavatiom might well tuiclosc the 
most interesting results, for eerram sections of the palate arc built over 
the rt-mniiis oj* an earlier structnre vs'liich appears to be of CotLsIderable 
im[uji'ttini-e (st-c d on Plan).® 

Our third -wcTion ol the palace lies lunher to the north, and on the 
western side ot the citadel, at a lower level. Buildings Iierc seem to have 
been of es tensive jii upon ions, hut one oi' them only survives, Tbis is a 
large hall with doublovaulfed roorof Turkkh date, wUkh was used a* a 
magazine in l.ynch’s day fH on Plan), 'llie seaHs are in the nialn Byzan- 
line and rounded windows, ncov walled up, which belong lo the same dale, 
are to be seen. 

In the Middle jVges the citadel seems to Jiave liccn less accessible than 
it w-as at the cud oftlte niueteenlh century, lot during die days of the empire 
none hilt mend jcrs of the Royal house, the court funclionaritet, state olhci ah 
and distinguished vjiUtors, wlio were being conducted round the sights 
of the town, could penetrate witliin the casiJc walb. During the daya of 
tlic Sultatis, though only the Governor rcsidctl within the citadel, ihc 
loca]_ pupulation was allowed tfp pass Irecly, forcigiieui alone being refused 
admission. In addition, the ‘furkhib olEcials 01 pre-^Var davs seem to 
Jiave protected the ancient walls, for the destvuedon, rebuilding or alter¬ 
ation of any pari of the castle was forbidden. Since llic War ihU stale 
of adaiis has iitilbrtijnatcly changed, and of late years the old buililmgs 
have suffered more at the Itands of local ’ impravers ' than ever they did 
bclbrc a( those ot bcsLcgers. An ailcnipt to pull dmvn the w'alls to make 
a public garden was soou abaiidoneti, but the area being deserted, (he 
walls sers-e as a quarry and the ojnui spaces as a nibbish dump for all who 
Us'c wiibin easy reach.

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Tills classification is schcoiaiic and concerned at that rather ^vith the 
subordinate details than with the main 7.one of decoration—with die frame 
rather than ihe piemre. liut certain facts emerge; tite great mass of our 
cxatripEcs—tUost^ listed undci the headings I.B and C, H, ti and C, and 
III, C* —form a single group whose family likeness can scarcciy be disputed. 
Both the handle aonc and the lower part of the bodv arc dceoraiird after 
a very small nniiibcr of standardised mndcls (I, II, Ill for the handle zone, 
B, (' for the lower pan). Whether these standaixlised articles were oil 
produced in a single workshop or Jit a nutnber rif rival estahlislunents 
miirely unfettered by any scnipleti as to copyright, the various slight 
devclopmcnls that have been noted above ivhen dealing with the several 
groups are certainly in die main a matter of date, the almost inevitable 
changes that must creep in betvycen and 530, even if the same hand 
tries to do the same work. 

The groups iliat most disdneily fall outside the siandardbed calegory 
arc I he first and the last, I. A and III. K. Wiiii the first {I. A), we must 
group the at pre^ni solitary III. .A vase (no, Ba), witli ilic Itist ( 111 . E) 
the (wo E vases with Jlur<d handle zones (noa, 76, 77), 

Tlic I, A group, as already staled, is nJmosi certainly one of die parents 
of the whole lotus band scries, iioi y«:i fully differentiated as regards the 
lower par) of (he bowl deco rat inn from the ' Siana ’ type on the one hand 
and ihenoimal black-rimmed Little Master on the olhcr. T he RhJtsona 
evidence is decisive on this jioiiit. 

The U 1 - L group Is in some wav-s the antithesis of the 1 . A. Tiie scheme 
of decoration is clamratCj and caen particular vase gts'cs the impression of 
being a carefn! Individual piece oi’ work. But like ilic I. A group tliis also 
stands out both as early and as uor yet standardised. There can he no 
doubt that the lai-ge III. E cups form a series which b continued by the large 
cupiS of I he group in. C, Thcie is also, I think, no doubt lhat the tuxi 
vases signed by Atn idoros bchwg to this group. But there arc other tpiestionv 
raised by these MI, E cups winch it is not so easy l<i ansAyiT with conJidence i 
vvhai is the relatiouiihip of the signed vases to the rest of tlie groim? and 
what is the rclatiuiislup of the whole grtjtip to liie I. A cups? Unifonnity 
ofsliapc and of df^coralion of the siilwrdinate parts of the enp is no proof of 
a common woikshop, the normal Little Master cups suHicieiuly show. 
On die other hantL though we have more than, a hundred Droop cups there 
arc HO signal Hies save rhc.se two of .kntidoros. and it is conceivable that he 
was the head of one prolific workshop w'hich irirned out at first the creditable 
dtps of the 111 . E group and side by side with them the plainer ami cheaper 
L cups, the Hi. E cups developing in the course ofy'cars into something 
simplc^r and more mechanical, whik the lotus band ctipi^ dcvchiping in the 
opposite direciion. Iwcamc rather more decorative. Such a shop would 
have been a similar concern to that of Nikosthetics. Not merely U most 
of the work of the same trivial quality, hut there is scarcciy a single patttTji 
on the Droop tups iliat cannot be paralleled prcci.sely in the long scries of 
Niko-sthencs^ signed amphorae. 

Tills bring:; me to iny final fKiirtt. Droop published these cupa in the 
first place as .\tik ImitatiouH of Laconian kyMkes. Heazlcy and Payue 
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i p. a 7 iV Mc tio f«uion to suspect LacAnbii inllueftcc; bm the style of the 
dccumilou taken a». a whole is mnarkably like that of Laroiiian kylike&aiid 
the peculiar foot is t5*picaliy Spartan.^* Just as >?ikt«thcncs a few yeare 
later adopted an Etruscan i> 7 h' of amphora uj sain. Etruscan cust<,>iiicrii, so 
it is tempting to suppose that Autidoros and hts associaiea for rivals i adopted 
a Laconian type of kylix to capture Dorian markris, and also perhaps, as 
Jlr. VVadc-Gery has suggested to me, to apjjcal to customers tvilh philo- 
Laconian tastes at home. While it wouhl be rasii to lay loo mudt stress on 
thr finds from such places as Tarentum and Sehims, yd the fact re mat ivs that 
a certain uumber did find a market in Dorian lands. But, as T pointed nut 
some time ago,*^ htTC are met with the difficulty (hat the Spartan feel 
svitli the chaiinclUxi stem wlurli the Droitp cups seem to imitate are described 
by the Spartan excavators as ehiiTacifrisitic of the period from the end of 
Laconian W alj^jin fjou itx.) onwardscotuinuing until al Irasi the 
end nf the filth century, while the Attic imitations Hourbh mainly during die 
third (j liar ter of the sixth ceiitur>'» no examples being known which arc 
iiiiqucstioiiably. or even probably, of firth-eenturs' date. The exact date 
ai whlth lids I'orm of fotn was general I y adopted in Sparta is uncertain. \\'e 
aix; told that ' the evidence of the fiiuls leads to the supposition that the 
introduction of rit^cs round ihe stem and a loutided edge ui the loot 
lielongs lo the period covered by Laconian I V’,'“ i.c, to the ratlier com- 
preliciisivc date 5,=j'‘i-3ix> bx. Assuming dial this foot w:is introduced at 
the earliest date allowed by this statement, fifty yi'ars before it aclucved 
popularity, even so it would appear in Laconia later tiuui the burial of the 
eartie^i of the Attic vases tJiai imitaie It, Droop makes no alicmpt to solve 
this problem in his latest publicaiinn, whimr he adheres both to hb original 
dating of the Spartan foot and to tlic view that the Attic cups are imitatlonsj^ 
This jjositiofi is untenable. One way out of it would l>o to assume a third 
oiherw'iic quite unknown fabric from which both Droop cups and tntc 
Spartan borrowed iheir common features. But this i.s a duspenitc'>\'ay ol 
preserving the phciiJOtneim. A second would be lo inaiiiiain that the 
Spartan w^aa copying the Athenian and not vict ti^rsa. But the Spartan 
kyllx right through llir sisili ceiitviry seems to shew- a natural and sclf- 
coiitaincd devdopment: in particular we find at Sparta a rni'iWt for 
die channelied rings in the painted rings of the preceding perlud.*' In 
Attica the Dnwp cup is a branch line suggesting oulside tnllucncc. We 
are left with no alternative but to suggest timi Ihe Spartan tlating should 
be somcivhai modified. Tiic duiing of the Laconian periods is coufcssedlj/ 
in round iiumbtrs, A consitleraUoii of esiertial evidence such as that 
provided by tliese Droop cups might help to greater precLiou.

which wus revived aird rcconstiluted by ThetMHJ aAer her lilwratitm from 
Sparta in 379.* Like lire arclious qf lhe Individual cilits,* the federal 
archoiis seem to liavt had Uttic power; as Swoboda point* nut,® ihe fiirt 
dial ihcir seal was nol in niebe* but hi Onchcsui*^ shows that their 
functions were chiefly ceremonial, This esplaiiis why the Boeoiarchs but 
not the archom of Bocotia are trcqtiendy mentioned in literature* T^hc 
arclioiis arc, however, imporiatil as being the tjjotiymous magistrates of 
the Ikurcitian league. From the rcvi^'al nf ilie Ixaguc soon after 379 on 
into Romaii times federal docunietits are geiicraJly. cind documents of 
individual oilies often, headed s\Tth the names of archons of the League. 
The foHowing paper Is an attempt to construct a chronological list of the 
federal anrhons ot Bocotia. 

The materials for such an attempt are exceedingly scanty. In few 
cases is it possible to fix the date of an archon by literary evidein-c or, 
indeed, by evidence of Inscriptions other lhan Boeotian. Foruiiiately 
there is a very large tiumlw of extant inscriptions from BcHtotia and the 
Mcgarid at the time of its Iticorporaiion in Ihieotia. There arc two main 
ways in which liiese inscriptions may l>e uwtd (0 establish the dironology' 
of the fi'deral arclion*. First, in many cases a scries of decrees or military 
Imts^ ijis(:ribcd on tlic lu this paper it has been

Again, the same pair of names is tiflcn 
found In reversed order; and since in Boeotia the general tircek tendency 
to repeat the same names in a family was panic til arly siiemg, the indi¬ 
viduals denoted by these names may usually be regarded as the sons nr 
lathers of lliose who bear the uames in the opposite order. This affords 
some valuable evidence as to the order of some of the fcdwal arehons. 
Ill using it I have assumed tliat tliirly was liie ininimum age fur holding 
the o(!ice<i of arthoii, (loleniarch or secretary’ 10 the |io!emarcIis in the 
towns of Bocotia. This assumption is inrapablc of proof; but an age 
qualifieHtion of thirty is knowm to have obtained in many places. I t was, 
lor instance, tlic qmdification at Athens; pretty certainly m the Achaean 
League;* probably iii the Aetotian; and In places aa widely sej>aratetl 
as Aegia le,* ^ Demetri as aii d tlorcy ra Tiiusgencral probabi li ty^ Gi voiirs 

rhe assumption of an age qvialifiraiion of tliiny years; and iliat it is not 
I'ar at variance with the truth is suggested by flic very' fact that wiili it as 
a working hypothesis it has proved possible to construct a fairly satis^ 
factory sclicmc of dating the ai'clions of the Boeotian League. It is as 
likely to apply to the secretarysliip to ihc polcmnrcha as to ihc other two 
offie^, since ihis seems to have been a I'Cspotisible post often held by a 
man after he had been poleinarch; for instance, ’A^iuokAsJs Oiucjvo^ 
was polentardi of AiTarphia under AukIvos and secretary under 
At<ovioua6S<opo;; AGcuoyoidos MvaoiinTto was pokniarcU of HycUus under

A feature which makes it difficult to consintct anything like a certain 
chrojiol(\gy of the federal itrchons is that no distinct ion is made in the 
insertptiom between djfiercm archorisliip of one man (or bciwmi arclion- 
ships of different men of tint same name. Diiienberger ad 10 . V’ll. 
ttBtg argues in favour of the first alternative, but there is no vv^y ofseiiling 
the fpicsnon, since ii is exceptional for the patronymic or city of an ait iion 
to be given, and since it so happens that all the arclions in cjttesiiun bear 
common natne s like and Aaiiccrpios. In this paper, 

entirely as a matter of ctinvenleiicc atid to avoid tiresome rqx-iition of a 
formula, I sliall Sj>c‘ak of tlic Vw^oud archonship of Ot^uv' and so on; 
but ihh niu.‘»t not be taken as (irejudging the tpjestitiu). Such distinction.^ 
are wmciimcs rnade widi regard to the priest-i of Amphiaraus or the 
archoiis of the individual cities; for tnstutice, ‘EtriKporor was priest in 
fhf archil ns hip nf 'EmspotTEts 6 Solmpos in that of STpdmuvJ’* 

But It is only in one of the six insirripiions from the year of rTpdrruu ilmt 
‘ 6 6evTt{^ ’ is added. Thus the absence of any disiiuctiou between 
two tnagi^tiaies ol tlic same name can never be taken as proving beyond 
question iheir identity. 

As for the dialect, Hocotian is notoriously a slippery and nnrdiabk’ 
guide; the dates assigned to its many diflcrcnt phases often depend i»ii 
unproved theories of the dating of the federal arclinm, so that Ju using 
these condurious as a means of dating the archoiis we arc in danger of 
arcuiiig in a circle. In (his paper, the results readied by Sadcc in his 
disscrtatirjii tl* Borniitu {ituhrum diakdo mid by Butten wilder in Maj^rr*- 
ffts/ilsciit /’or.if/fuw^f^j^XXV Ill, have been used as a check on dates reached 
by other means. /I he more recent treatment of the Boeotian dialect by 
Tkditd in his DU griichisc/ien J)utle&U is in general in agreement v\idi 
these iwo auihariiies. 

In the majority of cases this is all wc have to go on tn Exing the dates 
of the archons of the I.rfs*guc- It is obvious that notliing like certaititv 
can be daimed for any chrtmologicai sdicme constructed from sudi 
evidence. All that can be claimed is a probability more or less strong 
according as it is eonJirnied by the several tests of names mentioned in 
the inscriptions, dialect and senpt. 

As data we iiave, first, the Aeffosthena lists. Thai .Megara joined 
wxoiia Srt dy t6v 'Iu6u6v irpoeExdeSiosv Is stated by Polybius ; the 

date of her rciurn to Aehaca is more vaguely indicated, but is gciierallv 
placed in a.c. From Megara iLsdf only two itiscriptions headed 

witii the name of an Apgwv tv ‘Oy^ejorcj) have come down to us; hut 
ln>m Aegosthma sve have iwo scries of documents dated by the ardums 
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of the Boeoiiati League; and Acgdsdictia> as Bdoch I'cmarks, clear)v 
belonged to ihai League ai the same time as Megara.*^

Ihii the order 
of the jjroxcny decrees on the rnotutment of ‘ApurrovlKri atid n'rtaltav 
makes it certain thai iht arrhonship of iTponuu was later than tlial of 
AtovutTLo;. Possibly the iiucnrion was, originally to inscribe only the .stone 
at the left of the mojiumenl (“ d * in Ditieiibi'rger's diagram 1; the mason 
who cut the XTpoTwv decrees uaTurally placed ihem lurar the already 
engraved Uiscijputjns, and so with the OiAo^svos and 'AptwAcioy decrees. 
The result is that, for diUcrent reasruis, the order of tin: decrees is die 
same as in the 'Aptffroviioi and Prpilwv monument, ‘I'lic sequence of 
ai’chons is—’’iTnmpxoj, AiowOoios, STpirreav, <I>iA65cvoit, 'Ap1:y^£l^^»5.

Hollcauit* two main arguments depend <iti the klemity of iJie archon- 
ship ol Aep6(j»i\c^ mcinioned in 'E^riu.

result that of tlie five cponsTUOns magistrates of Hyettus in tlir. second 
archojiship of Aotp^nrpios one had held olfice twenty-two yeant earlier and 
two twenty-seven, The improbabUity of this conciusion tells strongly 
against tlic system of dating on which it drpinds. 

UV can, then, uctepl without any misgiving Holleaux’ dating of thr 
archnnship of Aioviimoj to the reign nf Ptolemy Philopator, not to that 
of Ptolemy Philadclnhus—that is, to Iwiwecn s.C. 215 (the earliest date 
for the marriage of rtulemy and Arsinoe) and U.c, 203, On this assump¬ 
tion Hoileaux was able to fix the dates of seven archons of the Boeotian 
League as follows;

254 and 251 ) were pmjjoscd 
by the samr man who mot-cd IG, \Mi. 255 in the second archonsbip of 
OtXcav: and Thai tliis same ' tOpwiroSoipos ©eojdtny in all probability was 
priest ol' Ainphtaraus under HoTiSdixo^-^* an archon of the period of 
Megariaii iticorporalJon In Boeotia. whose year must tall between b.c. 202 
anti 192 Again, nipyris who was priesi of Amphiaraus under ’Api- 
<rt6jJ0X=^ ^ was prubaljly the TFipynt 'Apx'''™i6ow who moved under ^Tpeiroiv 
ilic decree IG, VII. 303; it would bt‘ ditlicult to imagine a nioiv suitable 
projwser than an cx*pnest ofAmphiaraus for a decree concerned like this 
ntir with ilic temple ircaaurca of the Amphiaraura, In addition, the 
name is cxciedingly rare in Bocotia; the only oilier example tjiioted in 
the indices of 10, Vll, being 'Apiotw^Stvs TTlpyoy, who may wdl be the 
son of our Hlpyril- Then loo, as Ditienberger suggests, the 0*691 Vis 
'A 0 ii™io 5 who 'ivas made proxeniis of Oropus under Nismv whs 
most probably the brother of the XaplTus <liai6faov 'A0nvoflo5l^ who was 
made proxetius under XTpdr&jv. All this looks as if there could be but a 
sltorl. interval bctw'een ilie aTchonsliips of‘Apurr^uoxcis ^nd Ntiuav and that 
Ilf (ttAcav 11 , It ivonld, it is true, be possible to suppose that IG. V'lL

The Inscriptions are military lists of Acraephia, which arc perhaps less 
likely than, for example, prnxeuy dcvrcits lt» be separated by any very

2718 b just about the same as 
that which we should give ‘Aplo-cuv from references in 10 . VIL 2720. 
Tlius we may safely date STpoironKnrro^ by establishing the dates of the 
iw-f> Acracphiaii arcnoiis.

That granted, 
it remains to find lor the two inscriptinns a date sshen Metitaea belonged 
to the Aetolians and Thebe* did not. These condiTinn* arc fiilitlled by 
the years belsvecn B.o. 232 and 2215; for Jictsvcen ihe Delphic arcbonslup 
of GaJlicks in the auttimu of 236 and that of Hcrys in Utc autnmn of 232, 
western Achat^a PbLldotls was. according 10 Beloch’s very cogent reason¬ 
ing,** incoiporatcd in Actolia; and Vieiween n.o, 233 and 22H, when 
Callias was Delphian archon, the Aeloiiam added easlcrii Ae1iai:a 
Plahiotb.*^ 

Tempting as ibis dale is, it is dtHicuh ti> accept it in vtess i;if Li'oiiardus'’

<il PliUip V was to ivrcst Achaca PiithiotU from the ^^Vetolians, thus opening 
for himseira way soiuli through ihe Othrvs range, hi ».c. 217, after a 
vain attempt on Mclhaea, lie captured Phtbiotic Thebes, espdled tin? 
population nnd ttimed the place into a ^Macedoniaij coloiiv under the 
name- of Philippopolls: the original inhabitants iverc setited by ilic 
Aetolians in Throniuin. and were still livijig there in b,c. 207,'“- In 210 
lie arrain made an unsuccessfui aliat k on Mdilaea,^*® but sutceeded” in 
capturing Echiuus; the njeniion oi Xvniae in a fragment of tlie ninth 
book of Polybius suggests tiiai Philip atbicked it with or widioui surress 
Probably tl was about the same time that he won Prdcon and Larissa 
(.rcniaste; the former clearly hccamc Macedonhiii, since Attalus captured 
11 hom Phihp in n.c. 200; *“ the latter was in 157 induded by the 
Ac-iolians in their list of cilies wrongfully in Philip’s hands In the 

same list occurs the name of Phar^lm, e have no record of the rapture 
of Pharsalm by Pluhp, but an incidental rcfcrcjicc in Polvbius speaks of it 
as already Maccdomai! in b,c. 217.^®' This is regarded liy IJdoch i*** as a 
mistake on the part of Polybius, because we know of an Aeioiian 
hicmmnemon imm Pharealus in Uic year of the Aeioliaii genera!

Yet Tliebes %vas undoubtedly Mace¬ 
donian throughout the |^riod--for a less likely hypothesis than Nicsds

Part at any rate of western Achaea Phtltioits did really remain in tlie 
hands of the Avtoiians. Thatimaci wai Aetolian throuEfhom; one of the 
first epUodcs in the war which broke out anew in b.c. aoo was the utisuc* 
cfssHtl siege of the place by Philip and when the Romans captured it 
in the Actolian War they ctitountered a desperate resistatiee very difrerent 
from the ready submission of the Thessalian cities.’*^ Xyniae netnled to 
be recaptured bv iJic AeioUans in a.c. luS; tltus at some time they 
had lost it to Pliilip, probably in atu. 0m in 185 Philip speaks of it as 
adntiiiedly^ an Actolian city — Xynias quidem liaud didne AetoUciim 
oppidum sibi conirlbuTssc cosd^^ Cyphaera, another of the towns rccajj- 
tured by the Actolians in 198,^^** had probably bceti losi at the same lime. 
These towns were iitn inctimed in the Achacit Phtliiruls which was assigned 
by the Romans to the Tbessalhms in 196; in the case of Thaumaci this is 
clear, since ihe Romans had to capture it from the Acudians iit b.c. 191; 
ill that of Xyniae. it is implied by Philip’s words already quoted that he 
won it from the Aetollans in the Actolian 

1 1 remains 10 discover to wJiich seciioji of Acltaea Phtliiotia Melitaea 
belonged —I he Actolian west or iJie eastern, part which in tlic si'iilcmcni 
of 196 was delivered from PJiilip and odiudged to lUc Tiiessalians. First 
of alt It may be noted that Melltaea was twice attacked willioitt success 
by Philip, and that ilien* k tui record of its capture. .Secondly, a 
MeAitmevs k three times mentioned among Qu' .Aeioliaii lepoyw^tioiifcj.^*’* 
Il is true ibut not mucJi wcigJiL urn be attached to the argument once it 
is retmgnised that the Acioliun^ appointed frnrii places not 

ariually in their possession but liutijaLly chiitned by them. Bui at the 
same time it may be nolcd that the lipopvi^aow$ of Achaea Phthtotis in 
ihh period were either from Tliebes,'^'' ttic mass of whose citir.cn body 
was settled in Actolian lands, or from tosvns in the AetoHan sphere— 
namely, TJutumaci or Gypliaera licfore its capture by Pliilip. 
Further, neither Mcluaca nor any of the Otiicr wcsicnt towns ofAchaea 
Phthiotis k included by the Actoliam in their list of cities WTongfully in 
the hands of Philip, i^astly, by her geographical p<Mitioji, Mditacn k 
clearly connected railter with ilie w'esteni .Aetollau cities than with ilie 
cities of eastern Acliaea Phthiotk so ituig in the hatnis of Philip. Lying 
as she does to the weal of the c^entraS Otiuya mitssif, u here Gerakoltouni, 
H. Elias and Massilc all rise to a height of more than 1500 metres, and i« 
the south of tlic Kassidiaris range, her natural lines of communication all 
lead to the west, to Thaiimaci and the break in the Othrys range used by 
the modern road from Lamia to the north, not cast to the (.’rocian plain. 
j\s might be expected, she seems u> have preserved toiisiderabie independ¬ 
ence: die monogram 'Ax- is never found on her coiuH, and in the fifth 
century' at anv rate she sermH u> have stood in alliance w'Idi Plierae.**^ 
lliiis it appears probable dmi JMclitaea belonged to the section of Aclttca 
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P)itht<il» PhiUp faihiicl to ^liri ftt»m (he AciolLitis. it iiwd’^ no 

nfgumenl to dtow ihiit thi$ Aetoltan itrrrihir)' not included in the 
.Vhaca Plilhkitt^ which the Ronmri^ assigned lo 7 'Jtessftly in b.c. i^. It 
is, however, impreibable that Melitaea remained Aetolian itfler 189, thmigh 
the hrst iruenptiotud evidence for its lieing Tliessalian dates from 
B.c, 145-4;^ when the Actoliaoj had Jns! Thaumiiti and XsTtiae,'""* 
it is scarcely coneeivable that they vetaimd their hold on Mcliiaea. 

We turn inns' to the ibntines of Thebes. 'I'Jiehes was persistently 
claimed by the Accolians in the Second Maecdoriiau \Var,“'*and Plamtnhms 
supported ilieir claim—6 fit Utoj tOu viu iXAcov oOx f^i] &!v oCSiuLcw 
^tropctXau^Eivl 6i miwov raj lOTids , . Tu the settlement of 197 

Thehes. uJojig ss idi Pliamkis, w as sptviall^ exciniled from Uii* Achaea 
Phlhintis vvliieli was h.s.si^tied )<i ihti Thivisalians.i^t Although, hy a 
ctirious omission, notliing furilier is said of Thehes, iu fate was almost 
certainly referred lo I lie JSenate along with that of Phanvalna.^'^ That 
btxiy disregarded the desire of the commission to hand over Orciis and 
Bretiia tti Eutnencs; it seems to have disregarded also Flamininus* 
mhumal promise ofThcbcs to the Artoiians; for in i8|i dn; I hessiiliaus 
imply that Philip had eedetl Thebe-s direct to iliem—et (juiic reddidcrit 
coauiis I'liessaUs, inntilia ui rcdderei curasse. 'I'hcbas Phthias, . . 
riic policy of the Scnau: wtui ttj give the AetoJmns die bare miutmuni. 
rhe bulk of Achaea Plitliimis w*els freed^ the Aelolians w'ere detiied even 
Echinus, on (he borders uf Malis. To except ihe capital of the territory 
and give this ist^^alL■d enclave to the Aetolians woidd have been tu slight 
getigraphy ^d mar a Ubi ra] scutcmeiil of Gi eccc, particularly as the 
Aetiiliaii claims tu Tliehcs ivcrt' precisely the suinc as claiim disallowed in 
(lu- case of other t iiics, except for the fact that the Thebans had not sur¬ 
rendered Vfduniarily. h is conceivable that this aspect of iho case did 
noi weigh as heavily w'ith the Senate as wilti I'lamininus, in the irritation 
<if his unsuccessful attempt on tlic city; moreover, ihmigh Thebes did not 
surrender, there was a pro-Roman party headed by one Tiinon,’^®'^ and 
the oljstiiuitc ifTsisiancc of the place may have been attributed to the 
fjrescncc of rhe Macedonian colouisis. Again, the fact (hat Tlicla-s played 
no part in die war of the Romans against Autioclms and die Aetoliam 
siiggesis that it was not Aetohan. 

This examination of the hision ofAchaea Phihiniis has sliowti that 
Mcliuura was Aeiulian and Thebes Macedonian [’rotti u.c, ujj 10 197. 
Bill it is unlikely iluit our two instriptUms date Irom this period, because 
while riiehrs was under .Maoedonian domination it must have been 
relcTi'crJ to as Philippt'prjlis. On die other hand, ilir periotl tixim n.t:, 19b 
ti> 1% appears to Inlhl all our requirements, and ir is accordingly to these 
yeai- dial we nmsl assign the inscriptions IG. \ [I. afly aud u0$.

His special favonnics are the band-cup decorated lip-cupwisc with a 
brief picture of a chariot outiide {five) ; die Up<np decorated with female 
heads in outliuc (four); and the lip-cnp witli ivy on the lip (Uuec), No 
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Other potter Itas left so meuty signed examples of the first two classes ; or any 
signed example at all of the third.

Xenoklcs has no real Ibeling for the little-master cup. Its terse and 
fiistidlous scliemc of decoration is foreign to liis nature. Of the various 
lip-cup types, he likes best, as we have seen, llic richest: that iii w'hich the 
inside is decorated as w'ell as the outside. Moreover, the single-ligurc 
exterior, regular in Tlcson and Hermogene't, seemed meagre to Xenoklcs, 
Four of Ids cum liave ihrce animals on each half of the exterior; a fourth 
cup a pair; tlic London and Basseggio cups have mythological scenes of 
three, four, f>r five ^urci outside. The Basseggio cup lias a crowded 
interior as ; four figures stuffed into the totido, svhich they nearly biimi.

The $h:q>c of the fragment shows that it came from a littU^majtxr ettp, 
and in fact from a lip-atp of the regular bhick-figurc type, the only extant 
little-master cup with rcd-ltgurc decoration. When I argued therefore, 
some way bat;k, that the 'niyphe,ithldes handles, being from a litdc-mastcr 
cup, must have been from a blaek-ftgurc cup, [ was not absolutely honest! 
but rf. Utile-masicr cups must have been sy extraordinarily rare, dtat I have 
let the phrase, with a warning, stand. 

The lip outside preserves fiardly any trace of tooluig-olf from the bosvl. 
[■'or tltis we may compare die London cup B ,-1.09 {CK. pi. la, 3), where the 
tooliiig-nff h very slight indeed, 'fhe mcisci:l dedication does not concern 
us at present. 

Below the usual Imld black Une near the lower edge of the lip there is a 
touch of black preserved just before the fracture. 'I’his is part of the handle- 
black 1 for certain scrapes on tbe outside of the fragment prove that the 
handle-root was adjacent.

/w^rtr congftstTis AchiUifi TIujrydicles' is dam til'd by another Eaiiii ^lag 
also: he is magni mminis umbrei, Thucydides» for tjs and for most ancicni 
icriicrs, meanB the son. of Otoros, the historian 4 and it has lon^ been rocog* 
uis^ that the second Fj/<t prefixed to our texts orThucydidesi Hishry con¬ 
tains information about the son of Mclesias.* The difficulty ofdiscoiaiiglir^ 
him from Ids namesakes,^ more perhaps than the ovortovveringne^ of Ids 
rival, hat deterred lilstorian? from cousmting about the son ol Melcsias 
tilings whidi 1 Uduk can yet be constated and should be.

His importance in the aristocraiic tradition of Plato and Amtotle is 
untriLsiakablc, if rather surprising. *A 0 . rroX.^aS, i\rifttot 1 e naiticR the Icadet^ 
of the tipper classes, after Kimon, as nnicydides, Nikios, nwramcucs; and 
adds, ‘ I he best statesmen, in .Alhciis, iiena Toii^ seem to have m'en 

Nikias and Thucydides and Thciamcncs. As to Nikias and "I’hucythdes, 
practicallv everyone is agreed that they were not only fine gcmleinen 
fdvBpiis koAoOs k^<i9ou^) but statesmen also, who treat^ die wltole city 
TTSTpiK^, as a nobleman treats liis inheriiaiiGe. A tendenctous judgtncnb 
but striking. In Un* opening speech of the Laches, Plato paim him with 
Aristfddes: and in die \Uiia, lie is instanced along with niemistoycs, 
.Arisieides and PcrikleSi 10 show iliat virtue is a t hing luiteathablc, since none 
of these managed 10 have it taught their sons. .

By 460 Kimon was ostracised, EptiiaUes murdered, and Pcriklcs (little 
over thirty years old) the firsi man in Athens. Athens liad cjuarrclkd witli 
Sparta and the Spartan group, and w'as on the verge of that war whose early 
outcome was the conquest of .Aegina, and the Thirty Years’ Peace its shabby 
end. In this year, 460, Pindar wrote Ins last words of praise for any 
Athenian; their difficult and apologetic phrase may excuse ilie Itarshncss 
of my version (O. VTIl, 54-66).

Nie poem was sung at Aegina,® tvherc it was difhcult to praise any 
Aiheman: the deadi-struggle bc^-cen the iwo sca-powers was in siglu.** 
\fclestas was indeed an inTcmational figure: he had Jiad many years' 
cotiticsion with Aegina especially: liis son was closely allied, by marriage 
and policy, with Kimoii the leader of the pro-PcIoponnesiati partv. The 
fall of Kimoii, the breach witli Sparta, the victory of democracy, were still 
provoking the angriest resentment in Athens,»“ and Melcsias %vas moved by 
every lie to dqjlore what was now incdtabic. Nevertheless, he was Athe- 
nimi, and when the pull came, no proutl Athenian, not Kimon himself, was 
going to favour tlic enemy; the few iratiors n ere shamed into silence by the 
cnsis ol 1 anagra.®^ jVnd the e^Kaltatioiv of the following mondis, when 
Borotia and Aegina were conquered, healed all divisions in Athens. 


Tbe Fir^t Peloponnesian \\'ar, wliich liegan so splendidly, ended in 
tall me. hens’ star was crossed tliijs lime by Ei^pi: next lime by Syracuse. 
1 hold this double thw-ariiiig for sheer disaster: it means the failure of 
.'Vtheiis, the failure of the Ofih century', the fmliirc of Greece tw a world 
power. And iJic first thwarting is so much the more tragic as Athens 
held more promise, maicrtsil anti spiritual, in 456 than forry years later 
let It was liardly for Pindar to agree. He lived in ilini dying world wliich 
.\tiicns meant to break and build again: which, instcadi was broken and 
Tcmaiticd so.

2) say in effect the same: ' Year 
fimpirc is now a Tyranny; artd if you were wrong to take it. yet you dare 
not h-t 1 1 go/ It was this ‘ crisis of the 'forties * (ii, and the mcrans used to 
meet it) which turned Uic League into a Tyranny; the widespread clcruehics, 
the absolute disposal of the Tribute sutplus, above all the suppression of the 
two major re\'oIis, of Euboea and of oanto$ and Bsitantinii. Athens wa^ 
left with a i^rge treasure at her disposal and ific North-East coni route 
absolutely scciu'e (these, to console her for the Oriental mirage'}, and by ihe 
'Hurty 'i'cars* Peace Sparta formally acknowledged her rights over the 
Empire, including the taking of Tribute. 

Yet neither PcrifcJes nor Athens was unharmed. Once the iron hand 
had been used, the velvet glove was never again convincing; and Athens 
W'as to enter fhe Second Pelopomresian War weaker, in the moral elements 
of power, than she did tiio I'irst.^ Moreover, Atliens had lost her land 
Empire, Tins is sometimes call^ a slight loss; and no doubt die ' s^lor 
crowd,' henceforward always more powerful, cared little. Their vision 
was hardly wider or acuter than the average Spartan's; for such, die dual¬ 
ism was good enough. Btit ot]icr> (^ve may perhaps lake rolmidcs as their 
fj'ije) cared greatly; and for mywlf, 1 cannot sec where else the salvation 
of Greece lay: I tliink we take loo readily as inevitable the failure of ^ih- 
ecinury Greece: the steady decline &om ^50 onwards, die ultimate RitUc 
chaos. Sparta was always just too tough for Alhetis: mcapablc of leading 
Greece herself, she can prevent Athens doing so> and plays always for 
st^cmate and no decision. Yet before rolmidcs' death in .;47, things were 
nearer decision than ever before or after, except perhaps on the morning of 
the baule of Ddion. The dmsiers of 447 and 446 (cf, lliuc. IV. at, 3) 
compelled Athens to accejit a provisional solution, vvltich Pcriklcs (1 think) 
never meant to ho more than provisional,^* die Sparia-Aihens dualism. 
Uiiboppily this provisional solution became eauonised; witli every ri^iate* 
nient ofit (the most ^otcsqnc was in 369 b.c,, Xen, UelL MI. 1. 14) Greece 
sinks a little lower; it was especially dear to Persia, 

Rome made a world-power of Italy; Alliens (in spite of Saiamis, the 
Eurymedon, Oinophyta) made none of Greece. 


Tbc First Peloponnesian War was fsT^t bid tor the conti'ol of 

Greece, and it batl failed. Pcriklcs handled the crisis well, and Athens 
emerged widi three usctlil gains, namely Naupaktos, Aegina, and Sparta's 
acknowletleraem of her Empire. Enough to make the nucleus of a second

76} and the Decree inviting delegates to a 
tkmgrnss at Athem 1 FrnkUs 171 both belong to die vears iminedlatclv 
fnllovving the i^cacc of445: so in these years Pcrtkles was Peacemaker, But 
in facr neitJicr Decree belongs to those years, nor illustrates ids poUev at that 
lime. The [vlcusis Decree is a very great deal later (probably Peace of 
N'lkiasj: ** the Congress Decree bchings 10 4.19, 44B, or early 447,*^ 

Ibc Eleusis Decree is not Periklean; moreover, it is issued tinder 
Delphic Sam-tirm, and does not compare with the Congr ess Decree in which

When Sparta rwusod to bless 
this reorganisation jmd extensipn of Athens’ League, and staged instead 
the crisis of .146, Athens lost her chance of peai^efui hegemony. The duah 
i$m had now to be accepted until it could be smashed.

‘Tlie events wliicli culminated in the founding ofThouria ** in 
in what iiad been Sybarite land, appear to have offered a bcavcn*scnt 
opportunity to Athens to establish herself in Western Greece, _ ft all came 
in the end to very liiiic. After ten Years, the colony disowned its Athenian 
parentage: after the Syracusan disaster, the ITiourian ships Joined ihc 
Pclopomiesi.an fleet. The story is so parallel to that of Amphipolis, that 
some of tills failure must be ascribed to a general wane of Atlicntati prestijp. 
Yet Tlionria’s defection is more gradual (slit takes halfthearicd part in me 
siege of SyracuM, Time. VH, 57. 11), it was not precipiiated by the genius 
of Brasidas, and it begins as early as 434-3, vviien Pcrikles \X 3 S still powerful 
atnl Athens’ prestige was mi the whole sound/® 'flic failure therefore must 
lie partly in die special citcumstances. 

Thouria, though founded by Athens, was a ’ FanileJlcuic colony,’ Tlicy 
sent heralds, Dtodoros sa)««, round Ihe cities of Fclopoiinese, offering a share 
in the colony to any w'ho chose to take it (XII. 10. 4), It Ls usual to see in 
lliis a gesture of conciliation, a disavoival of sjjeciftCtLlly Athenian amhitiou 
ill the West, a sop to Korinih, tSo O’Neill (.-iHr/rn/ Corintht p. 196, etc.) 
conceives it, and takes the Korinlhiaii action in not supporting the revolt of 
Samos in 1)40 as proof diai Koi imh had picked up the sop. 1 do not think 
this b wholly false, though Korinih does not ap^ar to have accepted: the 
iuvnialion to a share in Thouria,®* and though die ireaties with Lcotninoi

Thucydides die wim of Mdeslas tvas, like hts father, a ranbcllenic 
rigtne.“ He was the tme PanhcHciust; and I diink Pcrikles. in die Oon- 
grcM Decree, stole bU tlmndcT. To i'eriklcs, Panlicllenism w-as a thing 
whic^h could be made to serv\: Athens: to Thucydides, it meant equality of 
all Greek states, the rcnouncctncm of Athenian domination, I ibink tlir 
Panbellcnism ofThouria is ol ibis second sort.

Later, tlijs ruined the catnpai^s ofMantinda and Syracuse, I'he orthodox 
solution was ostracism, and in 4.J3 it was applied; too late IbrThmtria, 
but in lime to prevcni fitrUtcr inconsistency,“ [Had it heen applied as 
hoticsdy in 417, after Maniineia, it might have saved the ruin in Sicily: for 
die failure to choose between Nikias mid Alkibiadcs, one way or die other, 
was a main cause of tliai dLsaster,] The need fiir Imth rolicy and Executive 
to be cfmtinuousls nou' rwognised, and Perlideg enjoys heucetbrth a virtual 
principatc, expressed consiirmionally by Jiis special position amongst the 
iirrategoi. His nine colleagues are chosen ‘ one from eacli inbe,* ** 
Perikles ‘ from all Athenians,’ 

find iliis system iirst in 441-0/^ when wr have the full list of Straiegoi 
for die year; again ui 439 (whcdicr 44a“3g or 439-8) in a documem I 
have recently publklied (ClPh, XXVI, 309-313) regarding the conLlusioii 
oftlie fsamian War.

(Prof. I aylor observes) appears to imagine that Tliucydides^ prosecuted 
Anaxagtjras soon after 450, for he makes tlte charge not only impiety but 
Medism: a charge obsolete in 433, but not perhaps soon after 450 t^ongst 
those who disliked the Peace with Persia. 1 am not sure (hat this really

I 
think this is due, like many I'hucydidcan ailenecs, lo conieinpt: contempt 
for mere o^truction, for the drrrpoynuv who stands in the way of ihe Spov ti 
pouk6utvos.'’* For the younger Thucydides tvas caught whollv by die 
gUmonr ol'Periklcs: he iliinks his Piincipait* (gained over the cider Tliucy* 
didcs' body) most adntirablc' to him, the pity tvas that Periklcs’ ideas 
were inhen ted by Alkihiadcs, a man bound to ruin them by the fatal resent- 
menU which he created.** He makes the Koriiiiiuans say of Aihcm*® 
the same tilings in efftMi which Pindai' had said in Pythian Vlll: yet svhat 
Pindar saw with tlisdain, Tluicydidcs'^ Knrinihians sw with admiring envy. 
Pcrikles miidc hint drunk vdth die idea of pow'cr, nor to the end of his life 
did Thucydides Ibrget it.

Those who reject diis Smindiciis from thdr Scopas List have a modem 
adherent in Miss Richter.*' She simply dismisses it as a severe type not 
Ui be associated with a hnirtli-ccnttny artist, but fincL'i in another coin 
seiies a possible reproduction of Sen pas’s work: .^polio tuide with one 
foot raised on a hasc, bending over, a laurel hraiicli in his liand as if 
playing w'ith an aninial below (Fig. 5). This she feels as 
a ‘ fine rhythmical composition * which one may well 
attribute to a master of the period. I believe the first 
to suggest this type svas Furtwanglcr, in Roscher’s 
i.i'jriA'ftji, I, 466.

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, ,, hand oflhc anist wc seek, then, Is apparentJy not lo Iw tracfid in 
the Jt^nofi, even if that word be interprelcd \vith unwaiTanted free- 
dom. TJiis granted, wc have disposed of what theory Jias heretofore been 
advanced from tlic purely ardiacolottical jxhtii of view; we must fcturn 
M text, where a rclercncc to Scopas remains disilnet and unexplained. 

Here the casual readers first impression Iicgiiis to assume a less frivolous 
ctuoiir:

reading, substituting Ipyou for Ipyo (lie notes that flic reading is supponed 
by hustatluus, m the passage above quoted), in which case the moitst- at 
tJic fret of Aped to, and not die statue itself, would seem lo lx- aiLtibuled 
to tJie hand oJ Sempas. But it is most unlikelv ihat .Stopas would con- 
dmend to siidi a trifling piece of work, or, if he did, that Strab<» would 
record the authorship ot the mouse and not lliat of tlur statue/ 

Precedent is welcome and Gardner s objections not very discouraging. 
^Vc need not look upon such a commission as loo trivial/*" In any ease m 
tlw Smmthium the mouse is sacred.^'^ perJiaps, as has liecn suggesied, the 
whole w'oiship denving originally from that of a mouse god Taicr asso¬ 
ciated wiiii Apollo.’-* He was the means of divine punishment here 
(destroymg die croijs until die god liimsdr, tiropitialed, checked him), 
and according to Herodotus, II, I4t, the iustrumciii of ihc destruction of 
Scnnaclierib. Surely die boar at Tegea is entitled to no more fierce a 
gaze than this lentous creature. For Gardner's la-u argometit, if the 
imago is an ancient one, it seems natural enough tJiat am hoi-ship should 
not be assigned to die statue and yet should to an aiiTihute added later 
by an iHustrious artist. Famell believes some of the coins indicate a 
cult legend that the ‘ idol * was miraculouslY discovered, pcrliaps in 
a cavern which seems later to have been deibcated as a shrine, Tliis 
would accoiini for iLs hciiig dierishcd. and adonird bv the ixsi tak-iit 
available, and partly for the testatic- phraseology of Mciiiiiider kiietor“ 
and liis allusion to Daedalus. 

Suppose now we poaiiiJatc dial die xoanon is the cherished andmt 
idol, and die mouse only is tlic work of Scopas, does the coin series afford 
confirniation ? Wroth’s summaries of die history of die cir>’ and of the 
vanatioiis in coin type are not without significance in tfiis connexion. In 
about 310 Bit:. Antigoniis collertcd inhabicants from various cities, includ¬ 
ing Hanuixiius (in whose demesne thi; Sminibiau temple had Ibmerly 
beeiiji, and founded a new city which lie called j\iiiigoticia, but whicii ten

300 include his work—and as to ilic later examples, it 
vi^ probably not long bdbre tiie Romans had brougiit home so handv an 
object of virtu. Perhaps even by the time of Menander Rhetor " it had 
been quite forgotten by those wlio did not, like Eustathius, know their Strabo. 

The positive e\-idence may be called frail ; yet so far there is nothing 
to remle it, .'Vnd the theory* involved comes to be felt so siroNgly as the 
natural srdutioti demanded by all aspects of the case liiat it U really a 
iitue^jCarLiut^ to on an obscxrarion like tlie foUowing: 

‘ It is curkius that Strabo in speaking, it would appear, only of a 
single statue, should use the plural Epyu; the mouse can ItardJv have been 
regarded as a distinct work.' 

Yet Dr,_ Leafs conclusions supply us after aJJ with a key to a firm 
position resting comformbly on tlic text of Strabo, It h not impossible 
he suggests, [hat iu the first half of the fourtii emturv both temple and 
original image may have been destroyed by firo, and Scopas may have 
not onlv sculptured a successor but designed the new temple-^ too, since 
he has (like tlie younger Polyclitus) a name as arohiicct as well as sculptor* 
iJicu Ipya covers IxUh Tepov and Neiigebaucr has doubts about 

UK- same artist ever being rcspotisible for both temple design and cull 
statue to eo wiihm. Hut wc may diiipcnsc with his argument, for one 
more glance at the Greek of Strabo^ statemen t from the point of view of 
Leafs inierprcuttidn sets in relief as the words coupled gratmnatically and 

summed up m fpya, not Tepov and §odirou, but Upev aiid oiiiiBo^ov, which 
bemg jntcrproied ts uCy.

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THE POLITICAL SYMPATHIES OF AESCJTV'LCS 

Modern ivritfrs have getttrally assumed that the poliiira! afniiations 
of .Aeschylus were anstocradc. That his svmpatliies were witli the 
democrats has, howcs'cr, bcen_ ably maiutamed by Sir R. W. Living¬ 
stone I on the basis of a consideration of liie Siitntmdei, a play which 
CNpheifiy exalts the aristocratic court of the Areopagus, and has usually 
been taken as proof of Aeschylus’ oppositinn itj the demtH-'ratJe measures 
of Ephialics and Pci’ides. Livings tone bases liis argument njjon the 
eloquent entJiusiasm of the poet for Atlieiis’ future, and upon the fact rlmi 
the hmctiuiis assigned the Areopagus in tlie play are those which it still 
retained after the democratic reforms of Ephialtcs, not thoic of which it 
had been despoiled. 

In strictness, however, Aeschylus should lie caJSctl neither an aristocrat 
nor a democrat, but an advocate of rcconciltatitm between opposing 
pJtrtica, as a means of achictdng ao ideal destiny for tlic city. Such a 
positifin was by no means diflicuh to maiiiTaiti at a time when the dlvlsiou 
of parties had not yet fully crystallised. Tlie bitter jxjlitical stniggles of 
the time were rather struggles regarding individual leaders and par¬ 
ticular measures titan between organised parties. In Herodotus’ histories 
there is no reflccliou of part)' Strae at Athm.s, Acsdiylus’ outlook was 
great enough to appreciate the scrv'kc of Cimon to the city as well as that 
ol Pericles or of Ephiaites. Wliat he ntosi deplored wtw tin: tragic wtiste- 
fulness of strife be tween die leaders. 

Tliere can he no quesiitm tliat the recouc ilia (Ion of the Eurnenkies to 
Athena and to Athens was a symbol of reconciliation between tJte con¬ 
servative adherents to old ways of doing things and the advocates of 
reform. The chorus’ constant rcitiTatbn ol their antiquity as compared 
to the new gods, and their fears for the effect of new innovations, rnakj* 
tills certain. .-Viter their conversion, they earnestly exhort the Athcmaiui 
to refrain from .strife and develop a fellowship delighting in benefits to one 
another.' No doubt at lifts time, before the dMlItistotimcniJs of the 
Peloponnesian war, many Alheniaus viewed with similar t*ision-en eh anted 
eyes the actual future of their city. 

Modem av'ershm to propaganda and to didacticism in the drama has 
Jed critics to tninimlsc the extent to whicli tlic pla)'s of all tlie Greek 
dranmtlsts, and particularly those of Aeschylus, embody a wisdom apjilic- 
ablc to contemporary problems, /knciciil critics did not share tJiis fccfing. 
The concept ol the (met as iciu’licr is taken as axiomatic by Ariatonhaiies, 
by Plato, and by Aristotle. VVhat rinses iJic Greek drama above toe level 
of didacticism is the pinhindity and clarity with wfftch the issues are 


♦ * The TVotatmt uf lb* Euuicnlilc*. of Ac*ehvlUii* 
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vkwed^ not Ihs witlidrawal fi'ATii thofic ijssties into a colourless ‘univer¬ 
sality,’ Tior an exposition of life with no effort to interpret it. The more 
fully we know the actual conditions of political and social life contemporary 
with the Greek drama, the more cxplicii seems the applicability of many 
plays to specific situations then existing. 

In the ease of the Eitmtmtfes tlie rclesance of the play to coniem]>orajy 
condition seems to me to go much deeper than even Livingstone recognises. 
The icrribieticss of an inherited curse that goes oti from generatum to 
generation with no means of tcrminaiiiig its action is jxtignanily illm- 
trated in the history of die Alcmaconid Ihmily, \%'hich for more than a 
hundred years had sulFcred the consequences t>f the sacrilege i net tired 
ilirough die murder ofsomc of Cylon’s folkuvcnai the altar of the Eumcnitles. 
Thv banisltmciil of the family had taken place in 5<)fi or 594, To be sure 
its members had l>cen pennitted to return, but it is clear tliat as late as the 
end of die fifth cemu^’ they were still under a cloud.* At the close of 
the sixth ceniurj' the Spartans had been able to secure the banishment of 
(Ikisthcnes on the basts of religious scruples against the Alcmaeouidac, 
The prominence given to this incident and to lltc story* of die curse 111 
Hertidonis and Thucydides ‘ bears witness to the importance of the 
^crilegc in the minds of men. Aeschylus and Ids audience couJd hardly 
fail to have been conscious of die applicahiliiv of the piav to (Jus funiily. 
fht: .-ycmacoiiidae, like Orestes, had suflcicd enough tti expiate duur 
fail t. and had been absolved by the oradcs of Apollo. The parolldism 
with Orestes’ wanderings and suiftTings Ls striking. -Moreover, it is a 
notable coinddcnco that the altar of the Luiiimdcs \^as the spot where 
the Alcmacoiiidae had incuned the original curse. The lines which 
I- 4 Viu^stcHic fcirls aA his^lcirici but uoL know hovv to interpret, 796—7 

probably rcftT to ihc vindicatton of the A!cm^icoIlidac by DcrlpiiL 

llu’ sophistic gRtund upon W'hicli Orestes is acquitted by Atliena, 
iiiinicly, that the meuJier is not a real pTogcniior but only a trammittcr of 
a hie entrusted it* her by the lather, has direct appHcaLion to Pericles, 
who was an AJemaconid on his mothcr''s side. All commematora have 
betii troubled Iry tlus argumeui. Livingstone w.ems to foe! tliat by giving 
private and eccentric reasofia Athena rejects her accmmtabiliiv to 
human reasoTU* VVilainowiLz suggests ‘ vfoileichi war Aescfiyhis seiner 
hcjiruschcn Goiiin gegenUber in naiveni Glaubeii brfongen.’ Tlic argu- 
ment, hoivever, would hardly be felt as sophistic in a society so complcielv 
domuiatod by its masculine ckrnenis as was fiiih-century Athens. Thuev'- 
ides icUs us that later. ai lltc outbreak ol the Pejoponnesian war, Sparta 
dumauded Uie expulsion of die -iMemaeouidac as accursed, in order to get 
nd of I cncles. It is inconceivable that in the heated controversies of hb 
early political so convenient a weapon should not iiavc been used 

against him. 1 he only logical answer, ‘ the motlter docs nut count, but 
ouJy iJic lathrr, p here given religious sanction of the higbitst and most 
autlinntativc kind-

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Thai it is feconciUaticin which Aeschylus desires, and not ihc triumph 
of Pericles or of tlic democratic party, is made dear by Uic majestic 
solemnity of Athena's eulogy of the aristocratic court, the Areopa^, and 
by her explicit warning to the Athenian citirens against too much innova¬ 
tion. Ac^hylus^ profound fear of the weakening of morality through loss 
of its religious sanctions, rrwted in the aristocratic tradition, is voiced not 
only by Athena but with equal solemnity and moving power by the 
chorus, both before and after thejr conversion. 

Tile reconciliation sought by the poet is not a mere truce or agree¬ 
ment between conflicting forces. It is a passionate and joyful union in 
devotion to the city and to one another’s welfare. There is a dear 
foreshadowing of ihai htfty cominunit^' of interests which Plato envisages 
in his ideal Republic.^ 

Tlic old sanctions associated witli the Furies art not lost with the 
acceptance of their new name, the Kindly Ones, and of their permanent 
home at Atlieiis.

Dr. Broncer has further traced the 
course of the town wall, whicli b now proved to have enclosed an extra¬ 
ordinarily large area; iliis, moreover, as early as the seventh ivniury, 
since on the west it includes the Kcranicikos, which lies over a mile from 
the centre of tlie town. Dr. Bronecr has also traced a pan of the Long 
Wall connecting Qirintii viitli its port I^echaioii, 

At the north e.xiremity of the city Dr. F. J. de 'V*iiclc has excavated 
the AsklepieJon and the Foutititln of Lema,^ flic former, the oldest 
Asklepielon so far known, Ims tivo peritKlst the first dales from the 
late sixtli ceniUTy, when a small temple in rfufti w'as erected; tiO arclii- 
tccinral details remain, but the four post-holes for tlie naiskos coti tali ling 
the cidt statue were traced at the west end of tile irclla. _ The stticoni! fH’fiod 
begins aliout 33H u.c., wiien a telrastyle prostyle Doric temple, of which 
imjwrtant Iragmtiiils were found, replaced the older shrine. The end ol the 
Sanctuary came al>oui a.u, 37 *b '■''hen it was so thoroughly dcsTrTifj''ed that 
scarcely a stone remained in positiou, Furtunatcly a number of cx-votos 
of thr ciurly pcri'Xl have been prcserv'cd - clay models of limb-s, and parts 
of the body, such as have hitherto been comidcred iTccuUar 10 Italian sites.

This is die date to which several other features 
of the building point. ,A number ol fragments of Ionic half-columns were 
found irntde the btiilduig and certainly belong to it: it is probable that they 
fornn-d a facade on die inside of the f>ack wall at some height ^dx^ve the 
ground, but tliejr ^wition lias not yet been fixed ivitb certainly.

T~fttrmon with iniportaiii results. Near the hlmcum fie discovered a 
large depf>sit of Iragmcntary architectural terraeottas, of late arcliaic and 
clajssicai style, arnong which are fragments of female figuresj Nike-protomes, 
anUdlxcs, and the like. Fragments of bruji/x’ statues and a small bronze 
Apiilhv, Pclopotmcsiaii work of the fourtli ceninry, were alsti foimti. 
Renewed examination of the oval homes revealed, wmewhat siiqirismgly, 
the fact ifiat they were vaulted. In the Agora, he tLxplored a roluiuiade 
with cxedras and manuments, among them a stone trophy comincmoraiing 
the Aefolian victory of 279 ej.c. over the Cjaiils.

'The excavations iti Ithaca have been successfully continued by itr. \V'. A. 
Heart Icy, At the prehistoric settlement of PcUkata sieveral more Early 
Hclladic vases were recovered from the lowest levels iu the cave of 
Polis, where work liad been susjtended in the previous year because sea- 
level fiad been reacited. Miss Btmton succeeded in c.Kiractitig front the water 
and mud thirtv-livc complete vases, and fragmems of several oUicrs. These 
are almost all of a particularly interesting Late l^lycenaean to Sub- 
Mycenacan daiis; among them were several cups ivit h fluted steins. Later 
the expedition moved to the south part oft lie Island, to tlie sadiUc Unween 
Actos and Memvigii, Here remains of a lairlv extensive (ircek toW’n. 
(probably AlaJcomenae) wen: discaivered. Immediately south of the chapel 
appeared the fbuiidatioiis of an oblong building (^‘5 x 7 mO resting on 
vij'gm soil. It is iLkeJy that this is a small temple of the archaic period. 

A few yards to the souili*east and lower down the slope there iverc 
two deposits of pottery; one resting on virgin soil, the odicr half a metre 
above it. Since these deptwHs i^whieh rcpreseivi the two earliest pliases of 
the PrfttocoriiiLilian styU’j arc clearlv tnn iiic remains of sculcments, but 
arc successive dumps of votive olTeriiiga, it seems almost ccnaiii that ihc 
temple h eoitiemporary with one or the other of them. The finds tticlude 
a lironzc horse, bird, [.xjmegranate, pins and Etbulue; Viirtnus glass l>f;ads; 
ivory Of bone buttons, a scab a ptariue, and an ainuiel: amlicr Ix'ads, a 
perftiraicd plaque of (In: same material, part of a nnmd stone ihrtx-lcggcd

Between the temple and the ^tocorinthian derposils there was a 
pure stmtum, halfa metre thick, com^sed of the debris of a burnt building.

In the Koitih of Ctphatlma Dr. Maniiuioti has explored two lar^ 
Mwenacan chamber-tombs, each containing five rock-cot fpaves on cither 
side of a piusage-wiiy; in each grave were many skeletons. One tomb 
was poor, the other rich, in fiimiture. In all 300 vases w'ere fi>tindf,

Dr, Karcnizos has uncovered house-walls at Thebts In die square south 
of the Museerm and has resumed work at Liiaia^ west of Chaeronea. The 
precinct of Dcmeicr was shoivn to have contained various chambers, but 
no temple lias yet been found. Small dude were all of the HellenisUc age. 
At no great distance away, near the source of the Kephlssos, he found 
coins, a fourtti-century bronze bull, and the bases of votive steJac, in rock- 
cut chambers. 

Ill the neigh hour iiood of PhnTsakx M. AStirngnou has explored tw'o 
Bites in completion of the work of 1927, At FalMO-kastro-dmngU^ to the 
ci^l of Pharsalns, tlte wall of a fortifted enclosure has been fpundj and, 
w'iihiti thii area, walls of houses. Tombs with Bnmze Age pottery came 
to light and a Bronze Age stratum appears to underlie the site, Tlie most 
interestiTig find was a firagirieniary black-figure dmos with the signature 
of Sophilos and a picture of the funeral games ofPatroklos, above friezes 
of aiumals. This is now publislied in hCH. l.V'', PL tq. It is possible 
that w'c have here the site of old Phaisalos. The other site ivas KtouHf 
about II kilometres aortJj of Phiirsalos, where two walls surmund an 
isolated hill, Tlie ufmer of these, almut 250 metres in Icngtlt, probably 
contained buildings <jf clay or w'ood; lQcs ivcre found Ijcaring the Stamp 
* Eukratiou/ in lettering of the fifth century B.t:. The lower enclosure 
was of mudi larger dimensions and (he space Ijctw'ceii the two walls had 
not been inhabited; tlic town lay below at tlie foot of the liih. Myccnatraii 
tomliSj the foundations of a UttSe temple with a bothros containing Proto- 
geometric sherds, and Byzantine debris were discovered. Tlte ideotificaiion 
of the site as that of Euhydriori is proposed. An archaic bronze statuette 
of a koitrois, 30 enu in height, found here by a peasant^ has been secured 
and transferred to Athens. It is,in fine preservation, but is of a very 
crude style, which is apparently derived Irom some Peloponnesian work 
of about 550 B.C, 

East of Pe/o, oji the Gorttsa hill, excavations have been undertaken 
hy Polyzois and Vasitakos on the site of a Hdletiriric town identified as 
Ormiuion. A part of the town wall has been cleared, revealing a broad 
b^tioii flanked by semicircular towers witii sally-ports. To tlie west of 
tliia, where the hill folh steeply* arc cuttings in die rock which are thought 
to be the traces of a husule attempt to undermine or tunnel through the 
ivall. The exploration is I>emg continued. Tlie necropolis of the tovim has 
lieca diwovcrcd, and in it liave been found cist graves made of marble 
slabs which have on the inner sides panelled decoration w'iih incised Ionic 
capitals; the capitals are painted red and blue. From one of tlie graves 
w as obtained a treasure of eight vases of silver, richly gilt and of the finest 
workmanship.

iVear Er^^a, a shurt djsmncc S. W. of Selltsa, Profcssor KcramupiiuUos 
has discovered a second setdenicfli of ihc Hcllcnisiic period, svhich like 
Ulc one roptirted prtviciu^Iy s<^ctn5i lo have tn^cn destroyed iti vvar^ To the 
Hcllcnisiic period he also assigns a site m liic hiJI of the Proplitt Elias near 
Bamiat where a bath vvitli hypoeaust haic Jbund, A third ^eitJeinem, 
at rtur^m^ shows Loiiscs with mnd'brick sv^lh oti ssione foundattoos; piihoi 
coniaining charred ^aiti, etc,, many Megarian bow-^ls and other HcUeriistJc 
pottery were found in I hem. 





At Dittn. in Ihc iiciglibouriii>od of tlir Hellenistic pmve rcpfirtcd last 
year. Professor Sotcriadis has now found cJitCDsive remains of houses of 
R^omaii dale, overlying earlier Macedonian vtnUs, and a Hdlcnistic hnilding 
with marble coiutniis overlooking a wide open space, probably the Agora* 
He has also explored tlic baitlc-hcid nf Pydna and obscr^^cd a number of 
other aiie$ in the ncighbourhuod of Dion, 

At PhUippi MM. Collard and Ducoiix have eoiiLimicd their exploration 
along the Diania>C^valla road. Tin: Kfiinait temple found lust year lias 
now been coiitpleicly cleared; it is of the CorinthhiTi orth*r and consists 
of a rectangular cella with a pmnaits ti-iwi two I'nlumiis in anliii the date is 
the end of the second centuiy after Christ. Many architectural rragmenu 
w-erc found which will assist in the rcstoratlori of the la^atk. It is now* clear 
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that this temple rormed part of a arehiteciural schciiie liaseU on a 

fjreat open place in which the forum of the Roman colony is to br recog¬ 
nised. A tvidc stair of fijur steps led fmm the fbnjin not only to (lie temple 
but lo Ollier public buildings, which await cxploniiion. The recoveiy 
of (he general pltin and oriematiou of ilie site is one of ihc major results of 
llie year's campaign. Many statues of Roman date, among them an 
Athena, several Victories, and a colossal jMnmdanlia, have come to light; 
amring tlic epigraphic finds are a large part of tlie dcdicato^' iuscnjnion 
of the ’rrmple lin honorem di’vinar domus ct coloniae luliac Augusiac 
Philippensis; unfortunately die names of deity and dedicator are missing), 
and a dedicanon by the Thracian King Roemetalces. 

Tint ISLANUS 

In Ae^Jia, on a site at the west end of the Colmina lull where Fitrt- 
waiiglcr had previously found miniature vases in a pit dosed by a lid in 
the form of an omphalos. Dr. Welter has now laid bare a deposit of otferings 
for the Heroes of one or more Plirairies. Scvcnil other omphalos-lids were 
found, one inscribed tti archaic lettering ^po(TpJos). The date Is the 
second half of the sixth century' BX*. On the site a large building widi 
incTus ted Stucco-work on the walls was erected in Pergamenc times 5 it is 
idciitiHed as tlie residence of the Pcrganicnc governor. 

In Lfttum the Italian School, under Professor Della Seta, has conren- 
tratctl on the prehistoric village site «fPoUo<’hni, on t he N-B. coast of the 
island about 3 kilornctics from the modern village urClumlma. 7 ’raversiiig 
the settlement the tmiin mad has l>een traced, exi>andtT)g near the centre 
into a little .square, in w'hich is a well. Cln either side lie the remains of 
house-S in three strata; single walls arc soinetinirs preserv'ed to a height 
of 3 metres, and the height of rhe superimposed atrata sonictimcs atl'ains 
f> metres. WTicn the excavation is completed, Poliochni w'lll be the most 
impi>sing village site sn far discovered.’ Earthquakes were die cause of 
llic smtcessivc dcstruetiotis; of the three towns, the second shows the best 
construction, the low'cit seeming primitive, il;t- third decadent. All three 
belong to the Nccjlitliic Age, but inc third seems to have continued into the 
early Itronzc Age, A quantity isf iiupasm ware with itirised decoration 
was found; uccadonally white painted omamcm occurs; implements of 
lione and dint are also common, hut olxsidinti is rare. Metal objects were 
found only in rhr uppermost str,itiim; ten nalb and a band of copper or 
hmn-tc, a inraU spiral of lead, and three rings composed of a mixture of 
copjjrr aiifl (cad. 

Miss W, l4amh tias cominued work on tin: prehistoric site of Thermi 
in Mytilme. The limits of the early towns I -111 have been defined as far 
as is possible, iinti the boundary of tow'n IV c)«imincd. Though IVb may 
have had a narrow surrounding wall, the onK' real fortifications at Tliermi 
belong to town V (Troy lln period : 2400-2000 b.c.). These consist of a 
wide inner wall, two lo four narrow outer widls reinforced with earth, and 
two well-proicNttcd gateways.

At Antissa foil which sec J//S. LI, p. aoal a irench on the promontory 
was dug to supplement last year’s results. Below mediaeval aiirl Hdlcnhuic 
layci^ was a good deposit of Lesbian bucdicro, inchidhig a lonttliaims 
Hiscriued Euiioj^gs. The lower airaiiim of bucchero produced early forms 
kiiowm frorn Troy \ j, Vfl, and elsewhere; with tlictn were found LiCsiiiari 
Red Ware in the latesi phase and Mycenaean siicrds, while die Red VVarcs, 
still accompanied by one or tW'O Mycenaean sherds, moiiopiliscd tint 
lowest hail-tnctrc. Particularly line bucchern jmttcrvy some ot vrhtch was 
di!coraicd with stamped triangles and iiuviscd key-patterns, was ftmiid 
furtUer inland. An apsidai building of early |iotvgonat niasoiiry was 
found here. 'Hie date suggested for this building is supported by the 
discovery inside «f seventh-century bucchero and IVotncoriiuhian sherds. 

Oil the Acropolisj die beautiful polygonal w'al! meiuioncd in last year’s 
report has been deared. The blocks of v'liich it is made have the curved 
outline which is associated with Aristotle’s Aejpia olKoSouii. On the east 
it is prolonged by a strcTch of rcgulai* masonry of later date. 

On the hill south oi the Ac ropolis several groups of tombs were cxplorcti. 
They lay in hollows bct\sccu outcropping nuJis, ami ilinugh the cist graven 
and clay saroopkigi were practically empty, burial unw of variniis shapes 
contained sutoll vases, and, in iwo cases, iraces of ash. A kanthanKS 
decorated with iniitatiori nail-iieads and wavy bands waa Ibnnd beneath a 
large dinos which contained a PjxilocorirnJiian aryballos; the kantharus 
may, tltcivfbrc, brlong to ihc eightli century. 

In tJie autumn of i(J3i I’nifessor Ikwchor undertook a small supple^ 
mentary excavation under the Roman steps of the Sainiaii Ileraeurn, 
A very deep depTisit of prehistoric sherds of the earliest Bronxe Age 
w-as encountered, with remains of buildings at the lowest level; higher 
up, but still ill a pre-Mycenaean straium, a town..wall and houses were 
encountered. In the early days of tlic Sanctuary of Hera this area 
served a.s a burial-ground, and a deep pit was ctitounimul ftllcd witJi sepul¬ 
chral rubbish which had been dumfied here at llic building of thr Rljiieims 
structure. Among (he [ind.s a brorx?.e jug of Liirtstan type may be merj- 
lioncd; lliis is published in Ftfrse/ittasin a, Foti-ifftnUt, 161, 

.•Vl T/tmos M. fJevanibez Jias explored thr Sanctuary located in 1027 
iitirih of tlir Poscidcioii. Tlir Ibunaaiioiis are of the archaic pcriixl, mit 
Rommt rcbuildiiigs and later destructions made it diHicuU to obtain a 
coherent plan, nor liave ttur excavations yielded any clue to the identity 
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of Uie building, Tinds mducle a poor rtilcT of Tdoiplionis and pottcrv 
ranging tirom tljc sevcnih to ihc second century a.ti. 

Soutli of the Agora a iiirilicr section of the Odeion iias been explored. 
Here Here found qiiaimiies of archaic Cycladic, CorintJnan and Aitic 
pottc^, and (ragments of a large aiehaic pjtbf>s with decorattonx in 
i^ised relief, of a spUins, a sea monsinv and a horse's head (Fig. 141. 
rnc rectangiilar court has i>ecn c-onjplctcly cleared; and Crnm the Genoese 
ttiwtr near Ihc har^ur a imnibcr of sculptured and instrilxrd fragments 
Imve been ^covered.

At Atailiu M. f^hapouihier lias eomplrted tlje restoraiioii of (be Palace 
magazines (Fig, and has made some siipplementaiy’ researclu^ at the 
N.V\. angle and on tlie S. facade, where rich deposits of MlAI. 1. jwticry were 
encountered. At lids p^int the superimposiiiou of ihc twu Paiarcs b clearly 
\dsible, A metre of deposit scijaraiing them. U’lie Imt Palace extended 
fiirtlier to the louili, and a series of rtxuns witJi a corridor has here been 
explored, liie avails srill retaining tlieir stuccoed eoverinjfSi with niches for 
lamps. 

M* Demargiic has continued tlie «?xp!i>ration of ilie Ghrysolakko 
burial site, near the Palace. The stratilLcaiioa ol' this site is now clear; 
there is a lower let'cl ol M-M. 1. date, composed of a scries of sepulchral 
chamlwrs; a deposit of fragmentaiy pottery at one point, it is suggested, 
may represent the clearing-out of accumulated ofieriugs. I..atcr, hut not 
much later (for all tlic finds arc of M.M. I.), an endosure wall of fine 
masonry was hull t around the tomb chamliers. Still later intcrior walU seem 
to have ignored the sepulchral arrangcrtient and their piiipf^c is not clear. 

Investigation of privette houses lias been continued at two |xiinis. 
About 3C»u metres N.W, tifllie Paiace, near die houses explored in 1944-5, 
little more than fiuitidatior^ remain, the soil being very shallow. Here 
were fiiund two large clay disks *70 metre in diameter, which seem to have 
bccii hearths; t>ne, as at Mycenae, stood in the open air in the middle of 
the room, the roof being sup|j4;irtcd by four coin inns (Fig. id). Tttis is 
the fiirat appearance of t he fixed hcardi in Grete. 

Nearer the Palace on the \V., a large luiusc ofM.M. III.—L.M. I. date 
was cleared. A wall of gnood masonry, wiif< rc-cutranis and projections, 
faced the road, and a corridor gave at^ccss to magazines filled with vases, 
and led to a large paved court lit from a light-well; while a sitle corridor 
led to a bathniom (Fig. 17). A bronze doubloaxe, a Cycladic idol, amt a 
table of olferings arc among Utc small finds. 

Near the modem road remains ^l^Trr encountered which will probably 
provide an abundant harvest when furt her explored, A bathroom and a large 
chamber with stuccoed walls liavc been cleared; part of the frescoes of the 
N. wall ii preserved and has been removed for restoration; it is composed 
of stylised plant motives in blue and red on a white background. Utlicr 
finds inclosed a stone lamp with lily dccomtimi and a magnificent stone vase. 
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North of ihc EiUUhjta cape (npoxnHdr, 1950. gil Dr, Morinatos has 
diacovercd the trac» of a harbour and chv which tic idendlies as Amnisos. 
The liar|x»tir was formed by hreakwaictu running oui tromJihe sJiore to 
some adjacent idets. A meganon of good ashlar rnasoiiTy' (on which tin; 
double-axe appean as a mason’s niarh) was piaily uncovered, together 
with a nelghbourtiig buUdiiig with walls of the unusual Uiu'Jtness of a 
metres, Ihr beyond liiv usual Mlnuan scale. 

Tlic pottery ranges ftoni Early to Late Minoan. Of great iiitcrcsl 
«ie fragments of frescoes; one witli a red-and-blue lily <in a ^vhite ground; 
another of a bluc-aiid-white lily on red ground, in a hitherto unknown 
teehniqiic, die various ]>um of the design being inlaid on the Iwdtgruund, 
as on the inlaid daggers of Mycenae, 

Dr. Marinatos h^. also a numher of minor discoveries to record. Near 
Eisfsokephah in the east of the island be !ia.s found clay figurines of * Petsota * 
i)mc. At A'alachorh on the Gulf of hlirabello lie has found graves with 
.uinoan vases and a at Bramiatta near Hierapetra small iholo^toinbs 
of the Pt’OTogeomcLric age. At Hmaficira itself he lias obtained two headless 
sculptures: a Nereid on a dulplun, and a rcpUca of the j\spasia. He hat 
also vLsUrd the ruins of Lasaia on thc.soutli coast, wlnn*e he obtained a 
marble grave relief not earlier than the first century of our era. Finally, 
west of Rhethymno, at HeUrtus Amatiu, hr has found,an Early Minoaii 
settlement of several house.s; i.me which was excavated yielded the rare 
black * Pyrgoi ware.*

Thk TATitcj^ whb discuss m detail the hision* * uf Macedonia dunn^f the 
years of' The Kings/ Philip Arrliidacns and Alexander IV (3'^3-3 1 7 b.c,), 
state or assutue that Roxahe, the teidow of Alexander the Great, fied to 
Qjieen Olympias in Epirus with her little son, after the dcatli ot Amipatcr, 
or else that she was sent «tr taken there by Polyperchon at the time when 
Qtiren Eurydire was puttii^ I^sander in l^olypexchoji’s plare as her 
husband’s prime minister, TTie stay of the tnntbcr atid son in Epirus and 
tltcir return^ with Olympias svhen she entered Macedonia 10 fight at Evia 
teith Eurydict and Philip Atrltidacus for the kingdom are meutioned by 
such autliorities as Gmte/ Nicac,* Beloch,* Kaerst/ Staejielin(Berve,* 
also, refers ro Kaersi and Siadieiin for this part of Roxane’s historv). 
Klousch,' and Tam.^ 

I am convinced that there is no good ancient authority for the story 
and ihat the passages which arc citedi to prove U in gcneml indicate just 
the opposite ;—immdy, j^t) that Polyperchon kept inviting Olympias to 
come back to Macedonia and take cliarge of the little king i[t 6 traiSiw 
irqxiAapeTv), with all her former prestige and hcuioiie restored to her, 
(3} that slic refused the iiirtiation, since she distrusted Polyperchon and 
since Eiimcncs, whom she consult^ by letter, advised her to await some 
decisive turn of the war, (3) that Poly'perchon kept the child-king and Ids 
motlicr with himself, ass a Sopuy^nuoc Tii? ^cmAsla;,’ and did not surrender 
them to Olvmpias until she actually reiumed svith her cousin. King 
Aeacidcs of Epirus, at the head of an army to conquer Eurydice and Philip 
in the battle on the border. Polyperchon with his troops supported her cause 
and Olympias was for a short time restored to royal power in Miicedonia. 

I will die from Staehcliii’^s article on Roxitue in Pauly-Wissowa to 
illustrate the inferences made from tile pass«'igcs cited. Stachelin writes: 
GVftcr Antipaicr’s death in 310 she felt hetsdf no longer secure under the

to war against thy coalition hostile to the prime-minister Polyperciion 
(Heititlbrrg epitomt in Reiizcnstem, Fomaad^es^ 313)/ 

The (irst^passage adducei:l by Stachclin (Diod. 18, 57, aj slates that 
Polyperchon * wrote also to Olympias, .^Vlcxandcr’s mother, who was staying 
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in £piru$ because rjf her hostility to Cassajider, tcIHng tier to come back to 
\Ljccdonia at once, and take over the guardiaiuihip of Alexander’s son 
(irapaAopouoa t 6 'AAf^dvSpou iraiSlov) and act as bi$ guardian until he should 
come of age and himself take over (iropcAaBery J the royal power ^vliicli was 
his by iuheriLance.' 

There is nothirig here lo indicate rliai the ctdld %vas smi or to be 
sent to Epinis, This invitatiati is a repetition of an earlier one mcniioned 
in Ditid. t8, 49^ 4^ in wliicli Polypirchoii rt^iuests Olympias^ who is living 
in Epirus bccaasc of her hostiltty to Anti pater, to come to live in Macedonia 
as guardian ol the boy aud with royal Status : if|v tmuiTtiiov too 'AXE^ovSpou 
u!ov, ircnS6s ivTOjj ttOpo^ot^cTv Ktri Siorrpjpetv fev MotKe&ouit? tVjv ^okti^iktiv

Smchchn’s second passage is Plut. Eumairs 13.. In this there is 
no mention of Roxanc. or of Alexander I V\ or of Epirus. Eunienes is 
said to have received letters from Mailedonia from those ivho feared the

It is clear froin the letter of Olympias 
liiai the child b In Macetlonia, in danger irom Eurydlce, and not safe 
in Epirus W'ith his grandmother. 

Tile third passage referred to by Staehelin is Pint, fyrrhas 

Here die sister of Pyrrhus, w'hom Dcinerrius married* Dcidamia, is 
said to have been called in her girlhood the wife of Alexander, son of 
Roxanc. From this it is evidently inferred by Staelielhi that Alexander 
wa* bcirotiifd to Dcidamia in Epirus, As he was but five or six years old 
at the time in which he is supfxised to have resided there, there can he no 
auestion of a marriage, and for a betrothal between children of dial age 
the presence of the boy canuol lie regarded a.s necessary. Morcowr, we 
know dial Olympias brought Dritiainia ^^’idl her to Macedonia when she 
and the girl’s faiher, King Acaddes, invaded iliat country at the request 
of PolypcTcbon. Olympias took the litdc girl witli her 10 Pydiia, as wdl 
as the* boy Alexander and his mother Roxanc (Diod. ig, 35, 5), and die 
betrothal doubtless took place durmg the brief time of Olympias’ sup¬ 
remacy in Vlacedonia heforc Cassaiidcr's remm from Peloponnesus ami 
her own retreat to Pvdua, Since we know tl\at Dcidamia was in Mace¬ 
donia and have no evidence that Alexander was in Jvpirus, it scema reason¬ 
able U> suppose that the betrothal took place in Mactxlonia. 

The passage in the Htidtlberg epitomt to wliich Stadiclin refers 
relates that wiien Autigomis was sirctcliing out his hand for more 
power and seeking as well the name king (rd pomelo; fivotMr), the 
‘Kings’, Olympias, Philip /krT}iidacu.s, and Roxane asked aid from

'iiic passages $0 far cited by Staeheliii to prove iltc residence of Roxane 
and. her sou in Epirus prove nothing of the kind. EuriUeron in hh article^ 
however, he citc^s a passage die rnisinter|rrelalIon of which, in my opinion, 
hits eoiiiributcd most to the growth of the fictitious story'.

A cumparisoii of Diudoma and Pnlyaetius shows clearly that Pok'aeuus 
has quoted from ihr common source (Ilicroiiymus) skclcJiUy and care¬ 
lessly, as is his wont, while Diodorus lias presurv'cd the logical sequence 
in hi!, narrative. Mclber notes that it is characteristic of Polyactius* 
manner of excerpting from hifi sources that he has hcre^ ntniiii^d the 
absolutely iinportani part of the fetter, and Kuotl gives various examples 
of Ids carelessness and inaccuracy hi quoting. I give here first die Greek 
of Poiyaenus’ statement alxmi Olympias and afterwards that of Diodorus.

Polyaenus, who is primarily interested in the anecdote and in person¬ 
alities, tiannoL l«- uplidd against the full and logical state moils given in 
the tvs'cnty-second and twenty-liiird chapters of Diodorus 19. 

If my view of the worthlessness of ilie statement eh PoIyTicnus 4, 8, 3 
is correct, there remains no evidence iltai Roxane anti her son were ever 
in Epirus. What ivc know alxmt them is as fallows. They were brought 
to .Macedonia by .Aiiiipater,. wlu* also brouglit the other king, Philip Ar- 
rhidaeus, and his wire Eurj'dicc (Arrian, iWr. !» 44; Diod. 18, 39, 5), 
After the death of Anti pa ter the new regent Polypcrchon took counsel 
svith lits friends, tmd by their advice invited Olympias to leave Epirus 
and come to live in Macedonia as guardian of die lilUe king and with 
the tank of royalty (Diod. i8> 49, 4; fi-j, 10), ^Vhen Polyj)ercho»i realised 
that w ar between him and Oassander was inevitable, he took steps to win 
the friendship of the Greek tides and tilso wrote again to Olympias, hater 
of Antipater and of his son, urging her iti come wiihout delay to assume 
charge of the child-king and act as Iiis guardian until he should come of 
age and recejve the royal power (Diod.

It is clear from j\jTiaii, Diodorus, and Plutarch that the possession 
of the two Kuigs was of the highest imponance to the various regents* 
Perdiccas., Antipater, and Pol^'perchpn, and that Alexander IV* even as 
an infonr accompanied Pcrdiccas on his campaigns. It was the policy of 
Polypcrchon, who was looking out fi>r the interests of hlmsdf and his 
son Alexander, to keep the Kings under Ins control, and his influence over 
the x%'cak-minded Philip Arrhidacus appears in the trial of Phodon at 
Pharj’gac in PhocLs, where Polymerchon set tlte gold canopy above the 
head of the king and led him w'itii hh own hand to sit on the*throne, and 
then gave orders to have Dinarchua scired, tortured, and killed, after¬ 
wards givitig audience to the Athenians. Wlicn Hrgeinoii said that Poly- 
pcrchon himself ^vas a witness to liis loyalty to the ^jcople, Polypcrchon 
in rage ordered Inin to stop lyiitg alxiut him to the kmg, and PluUp sprang 
up and (lirr^tcncd to run Hegemon, through with his sjjear. 

The talc shows how completely Polypcrchon Iiad this king under him 
until Eurydicc, the strong young wife of Philip, took a hand in aflmrs 
and detached her husband from Polypcrchon and made alliance vrith 
Cassandcr, Polypcrchon, who trusted no one, would nex'cr give over, 
cv'cn to one who hated Cassandcr as bitterly as did Olympias, the oihcr 
king and Ins mother, on whom his remaining poivcr rested. So In 
addition Ui the lack of evidence for the flight of Roxant- and Iter child to 
Epirus, we have the citaracier and policy of Poly'pcndion as a strong 
presumptive argument against its probability. I submit, therefore, liiat 
historians in repeating the story until h has become |»an of die curi'cni 
account of the life of Roxnne and her cliiid have not suiBcIently examined 
the evidence for it.

_The Four sides and the curved Ed of ihc cofEn, though muclt damaged, 
are in existence, whilst the IxJttom lias entirely disappeared, as is generally 
the case wth this class of monuments. The long sides measure m. (*70 by 
t>‘37» short sides 0'4t by 0 ' 45 . Tlie lid was ffietd on to the coflw by 
clamps pTOjecting from the longitudinal .side,?, two of which arc still in place.

Some critics have argued, or asstmicd, that Utcrc M'as in fact little or 
no design; that the cantos ot lays somehow fell into their present places 
like tlic bijoks of the Old Testament, or at most, as /\naxintandcr might 
have said, K(rr^Tf|.v tsO to^iv, in accordance with a traditional saga- 

ilifftic, wHch may, or may not, have had historical background or mythical 
meanitig. .'Vs to rhai historical background, again, opinions differ; and 
wiicther the myth was solar or sociological. 

This assumption, or contention, has made k easy for critics to conccn- 
iraic on the components, and on the methods by which they have been 
made to cohere; on the bricks and on the nionar of the structure, so to 
speak, not on the design. 

Yet in antiquity ilic J^ind and ihc w'ere regarded not only by 

historians like HcriKlolus and Thucydides ati records of the past, bin by 
great art-critics as masterpieces of art. For Aristotle Epic stands side by 
side with Drama, and especially with Tragedy, ns a principal literary' form. 
Comparative study, indeed, could not lie carried lar, for tlicre were but 
the two great epics to compare, ngabst tragedies in scores from a single 
band.

* sunematural element ' in the Epic, as an integral part of the poems as 
we nave diem, bccau^ it is Jjcrc that ihe poet I have hinted already^ 
drawls back the vdl from rhose inner worJuiigs, which (as he knows) not 
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everyone can see, hut wliich For hiuis<Jf are among the great struciurc- 
tlncs of life anil of \ih own works. Tlic gt]ds in the light of OKmipiis see 
dearly; and in their Ught we sliall see light. But to call that pari of 
the comjiosttiim the ^ sijpcrnauiral cIcmenL ’ is to mistake the nature of 
Homeric deity, Ciotls, to the poet, are ju.'it as nataral as^ men; as mucii, 
that is to say, a part of the order of Nature, as a seer secs it; just as real to 
the human people, whetlicr in Ithaca or in the aiyupov wiicre tite singer 
sings, as ilie Lord of Hosts was to (.Iromwdrs men at Dunbar, or to their 
wives when thev heard the story afterwards. 

Look again—if I may' venture lo Iinrudc an illustration printed 
ebew here at the eomI>ination of allegorical aiid pieiorial elements on 
the Stileld of Athilles in Jtiad XVUll; and espedally at die monumental 
group of Eris ami Kcr dragging Uie corpses out of the batdc*

If we arc to understand cither Greek literature or Greek art, in 
their pre-sophistic phases, we must pay Greek artists the compliment of 
assuming that they believed what th^- iiiiid, whether m svord or in hamli- 
work. it is not beyond Natuve. but in and through Nature, tlmt the 
Olympians act. On Olympus they are at home, ljut from Olympus they 
look down into Thessaly, and ovci'sea 10 Troy,

vxTV ikr from rcducuig human characters in epic to puppets, 'niere Zeus 
spoke what lie knew. It was only human ignorance and pcn'crsity that 
blamed men's I roubles on the gods,

be observed, could upset Olympus too and the plans, about the gods, of 
hate w'hidi is above and before the gods. Had not Themis told both 
Zeus and Posddon that die child that should be bom of Thetis should be 
mightier tliaii his liidicr; and dicy' darifd uot risk it ? And so .^ebillcs came 
to be.

Each of dicsc latcmi secnca is itself complex, and has a balanced 
niovement of its own. In cadi the human protagonist is inspired and aided 
hy a grid; Agamemnon by Poseidon in I, Hector by Apollo in V. Note 
tlic conntcr-<hange, however, in regard to the linkage wiiL HI, for the 
helper of Ajax is the god who conics on out oiT, bis foe is the Arra who goes 
oil into V where aiioilicr god is waidug to hdp hini.

After these examples of diagrammatic anal^'sis, on a rather larger scale

Neither I nor XXIV shows quite so complete 
accommixiarjoii of inaltcr lo smicuiral form as cidier the K6ko^ uAxn or 
die Ai65 4 ir(irm; but the cojistraitii of structural tccluiiquc is apparent, 
even in such stubborn luaierial as the l>egitining aud the end of a prexuni- 
ably svcll-known laic. Hie rather desperate devices of the wine-days' ami 
twi-Ke-diiys’ intervals, to break up a continuous narrsuive, arc signiiirant 
in this respect.

From the structure, we liave now to luni to tJie content and meaning 
of XXIV; and again wc must ctuusider it in dose relation to 1.

TJiough IkHtk XXIV lia^i been entitled 'Ektopoi ^Orpa, die Ratistjm of 
Hecttrr^ and thmigb the scene liftin': AOois itself is of great beauty and power, 
that scene itself is but the sequel of a Jiums more signiticant in (lie laiget 
drsifm of the iH&dy froni the muiticnt when the episode of ihe Etnbnssy 
intervened and changed the whole pcrspcciivc and moral uiirrest of ihe 
poem. It is Achilles now for wltom the poet has to Dud a AOois fmin the 
constraint and burden fif his gT^ui^, and the means by which he brings this 
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iiUoul cltst'iTiT lo be c\ti]nitir<l closely J fevr here is ihe supreme fcsi oi lui 
ar( and hli pliifcttophy too. 

The I'ttTHTdl CtjTTici ami (hfir Comlerpari i/i ihf Tmn. —T’lioujrli it lias Iwcu 
ewstoraary to think poorly ol XXlll, and especially of the Faneral Ga»\tjj 
(heir is lifetarv' iiiison for cotmt-cUn^ that episode uith XXIV. and alwi 
Vi'ilh IX; and ilic subject-malt<T [joints the same way. In llir geiit-i-itl 
nlan of the //fW as we liave ic, XXTII 11, and seizes also to ctiniirt t 

XXlI wiUi XXI\ , as IT cotiftects I with 111. lirnh bof>ks consist oflsvo 
dUituct t plstides. Otic in each l»ook is in the bttitrt of Uie plot; the [>rcain 
ami its consequence* in B<»ok !l, and the Burial of PatTwlus, likewise the 
con-wjuence of a Dream, in R<K>k XXn i. The other pair, the Catalosur 
and the Gimas^ arc cKiraueous, and at first sight loosely attached to me 
siory.^* 

The narmtive of the Funeral Oames (we are assured) fits badly 
into its place. Ancient gramniarians cut nut ctirtain lines—tlic oiilv 
rcmtxlv they had tor f^rainmatleal inisfiis—hut did nol make iiiatlcis ituu.fj 
better. TIic vcr\' :ictlciii (it appears) is confused; llic people have no 
lime logo home; ihr pri'/es have to bi: brought all ihe way from llieshi|w; 
Achilles suildczily revive^: frcim utter wcaiiness, though he has not even 
washed since he killed Hector (wo days Ijeloii'; the wla>le atmrjspheir aiui 
perspective an.' difTcrent; the transition from ihc death of Hector to its 
titL'vitublr sequel, the dentil of Achilles, is intcmtplrtl; for, ol course ;it is 
said), the ‘original ‘ poem carried the story ou Id its tragic finish. The 
test of archery has been lunu'd topsy-turvy by sheer inexixjrtLTicc of such 
mailers. The games, ht general, arc a clumpy imitation of those ai the 
fttncral of IVltas, which {by the way] are not recorded, though the grand' 
lather of one of these iTOinpctitors took a discLiigutshed part iu iheiri. 
Finally, its the games for Pcliju! are depicted on certain C-ormiliian vases of 
the sixth century wheiciis the games for Pairodus on- not, it is argued 
(hat XXIII rannot have Ix-cii as early as tlial. 

.\s ‘ snags of ih^ kind ' (we arc told) only occur in the Iliad where 
we must recfjgnist ' interpolation,' we cannot lilaiue the poet olTlit' Hiad^ 
I'vrn if he was him.'Scir a mere compiler- So the wliole lay (we arc asked 
to amclude) is liitcrpcilated, and consequently has broken or dmurliccl 
train of liinught, This, by the way, in a less cminciiT critic vrould tie an 
argument in a drolc. Vet ‘ originally indfjjendent. It haii, been forcibly 
inserted, on account of Us excellence, at the only practicable jjoint/ 

In so Far as the Gantti exhibit the principal lieroea with tlicir cboi'ae- 
teristic tetnp^- and prowesses, on an occasion rather civil than nuliiary, 
they are artistically an agreeable counterpart to the ‘EirnttbATyris raOici 
than to the Catalogue\ and in our lH&d the 'ETnwt^sXiTmj is one of the cpisodcs 
for which it is least easy to provide either eouiitcrpuist or cxjilanatinn, 
in iti present posilion. One is tempted to suspect that il may once Jiavt* siwxl 
where tin: Caialogue now stands, and have been imnsfcrred to its present 
place as prelude u> ilic doings of Diomede* in Ikaik

Among his equals and his 
eldej^, and with Agamrtiiiidn, ArhtHeJ) is himself again; eHicienii and 
hoispitable, rcrturteous and tactliil; iilx^J^al, cs en larish, in his provision for 
ihcir uccthi and whims. F()r ihc moment, the vv'ar, and his own Riief and 
wrath) are rorgotieti; his guests too have forgotten the war for ilic inointni) 
so that we Jiave Ibr once a glim^i-sr of Achaean soeicrj' and nobility at Ihcir 
ease and at their best, Achilles b at peace witii ihc world, and that world 
b for the momeoi at peace with itself Only when the gue-its are gotic, 
and the camp b still, arc we allow'ed to see tlje sjele soul <if the man, ruid 
the savagery to %vliich it drives liim. That w-ay lies the fate of Ajax, ai 
liesr. 

It is iJivut that iliotie tiievltable incidetus rif a great fntUTal serve to give 
sordy needed paii.se and relief after ihc wild svort of Hector's end, and at 
llic same time to present—here only in the whole poem—the ‘ godlike ' 
Achilles, as the poet had come to know' him—assve all think ofhijii in tlic 
days iieforc llie Qiiarrd-—TrbEoy ti^Kvs abewe all others,' reioiciiig as a strong 
man to run Ins course,’ but playing the [ji'rfcct host in games wlicie, being 
tile hosi, he might not run hijiiseSt’, li is thus that the poet pmparcs us, 
in the just balancing ol all accounts save one, for the .supreme kums, die 
sinrcnder not of Hector's body only, but of that evil will in AchUlcJi. 

Thf Conioii and SignififotM a/ iiook A Tlic last bfK>k of the Jlitid 
has been a son: ti'oubJc to critini, Iiidecil from certain comments u svould 
^pp*‘ar tbai Honiei sltould have Iwen ashamed to h'l a fine w-ork <if art trail 
ofi at the finish like tltis, I veniuit; t«) submit a rather diflereTit eatimiite, 
observing die wise maxim that as a pt.ic( Homer can only l)c interpreted 
out ut Homer, and directing aliention only to a lew principal points in 
the tiarrative. And i>nce again 1 am well aware ol'rav debt to the piojicer* 
»vork of Mr. Sheppard. 

As usual, when Homer has anyihiug of special significance on lumd, 
the gods have a finger in the pie, 'Ek ^6$ iScpxuMEota, for, in the event, it 
is the purpose of Zeus, not so much that Achilles must and shall sturendev 
Hcfloj-'s body, tis tliat he shall have knowledge of llic will of Zeus, and 
iTccctom to bring his own will, if M into confonmiv with the divine 
will. Ihc phrase is pciliaps oddly modem; but HomiT is so modern, 
hi is tenses, so to spe^, are less tlir historic present of the hallad-tiuinger, 
ihan the giirtmit; aorbt of the phikjsophcr. 

Mr. Shepj>ard has uiUrd, liomtric lieroes arc men of a hard age, 
wonderfully like their nonlierii counterparts) tlic men oi’ Icelandic Saga,

turning man’s miss into a crashing airuke. 

liut thoie wcjx: rules of the game, and ihin^ more precious than life— 
your oi^Ti, life or other people’^s. Just because life was short and precarious, 
a nian bad Jujidameiita] right to respect and consideration, accottUng to 
his personal worth. Wortli, it is true, went with station, in an agr when 
miglit-in-thc-present cousi^cratcti, and had vei in die List resort io niiiin- 
tain, vvhal nnglii-in-the-past had created. But tvhilc there were degrees of 
rank, within all dcj^es there was that ultimaic reiprd Jor individual 
prowL^H W’liich goes fcir to redeem and sanction any ndcHjf-lljict:. 

First, then, at the beginning of XXIV', the gods were of opinion that 
Achilles Avas going too far. Some of them, but lun all. were for clearing 
ifp the mess by sending Hermes to steal Hectors f»ody- Bui llicfe were 
politicah miiitaiy', and personal eonsuicraltons: Hera. Atlieua, and 
Ptweidtjn stood out lor the rigour of the game: the spreiae iairifia famtiu of 
tlic ti'.'o goddesses shall he avenged tin the person ^if Hector.''^ Poseidfui’s 
grievance against Troy was of older standing: Lanmedun would not pay: 
Priam ihall, 

Apollo, advocate of the Trojan cause iliroughoiit, and none loo K:ru[>u- 
lous iu thiU role, stales the ca';e tor decency rather than liir mcr*'y. Hector, 
w|^hile Ilf lived, did Jus duly by die gods: they at least have no quarrel \vith 
tiini now. He eutmot harm the enemy any more i imd matters could 
lake their course if it were not for AdiiJIcs* behaviour. That is inc^u;usable, 
except on the view that Achilles is upset, that lie has lost liis head and his 
temper. You may carry boiii pity and sclf-iespcct to disastrous lengtiis; 
but pity and self-resjjet.t may alsui be the best policy ;—lliot'oughly AjxiUine 
raiioniiilsm. Even if a man loses Ids brother or his son, and great as is 
his distress, he forgives; siidi is liuman nature, .Achillt-s' previous I'ccord 
had liccii gtx»d; but he has gone too far. By Jus treatment of Hector he 
sullies I lie earth; and ;is eartii camioi speak, it is for us gods to ptfilesi. 

Hera admits the general principle. ttiUgf, but rmhility has 

pierfjgatJvrs ai. well. Circumstiinces alter rases. Heclor was u mere 
iitortaJ, Achilles on his mother’s side w divine. Apolht knows this quite 
well; be came to the wedding of Thetis, anti should stand hy the code,. 
Snobbish, commonplace, trhial: but quite in accord with ilcra’s r6fc in 
llie tijad, 

At tills point Zeus in tervenes, .Apollo is rigiit; tui sumn cui^m'. give 
Hector a goixl inan*e due, as he gave os our due, hi sacriJtce and burnt-

Ewn those two goddesses at e moved: AiJieiia 
makes place ibr her by rather Zens: Hera greets her and offers the loving- 
cup, and Thetis pledges her in it. For l!ic full value of this pageariti-y wir 
must look bari: to Book I, where ‘I'Uetls, akmi: and secretly, leurned what 
was the will ol Zeus, and Hera, though she knew it not, was angry. Xnw, 
if no favour, there is til least a lair field. 

Then Zeus deehircs hU will. How sore i.s her grief, is known (o him; 
hut this bminess is urgent. Achilles’ ireaimcm of Hector has shttekod ibi* 
gods; they aie evtm trying to make Hermes steal the Imdy. Rut thcic is 
a mure ext ellenl way. ilic nghl way, dir way of Zeus. Yet even ihc WTiv 
of Zeus depi'tids on ibr will of .Achilles, to do the thing that is rigltt. To 
Tlirlis alonf has been i“cvc:ih:d die will of Zcua; she knows quite weli what 
tliiU right diin^ is; she loves Achilles; anti mercy and love can set this 
right. ' Tell him, from Me, that his behaviour to Hector offends the gods, 
Zeus most of all. In rage he did it, but that was nine days ago. If he lias 
the fear cT find—^ihc fear of Me—in him, hr will let the l»dy go. He 
will Ih- no IfMcr. Kvery formality shall be obseirwl, provided he will play 
the game ’how tike tlie diplomatic cuemoiiial of the Btihasivl ' Priam 
himself shall bring ilic ransom, and wortliy of Hector it sliall Ijc.’ But 
wholly wiili Acl^lcs it rests, to accept or in refuse. *This glofj will 1 
youohsale to Achille.'s''^'* and. estahltsh for ever thy merry and love for him.’

a meal, as usual, was a-cooking. Thetis seizes the ^uicasloii, putting her 
own trouble ftrst. Moiher-likc, wluit worries her ( 130) is that he ha^ had 
nothing 10 cat; and w'bat has Ijcconxc of Briwift? Jitst because Achilla 
has so short a time to live, all that —tfic grief and die reprisals alike—ij» a 
w'astc of Lime (131—aj. Then, as in duty htiuiid, she gives the message of

Reversing her ruder ol diotlglll, and fhcuig fjret what was 
now hardeijt I’aftr-r all dia l V, die meeting with Priam, * Would he were here, 
who should hriiuf the ransom and take back the body! * That first, and 
only afu-r dial, he atiiis. * if indeed il u"ts tii love for me dial Heaven itself 
bid-S,' Pa.si liiij mnthrrV reticence, out of bis nwil meiCry, Ai liilleii Uxiks 
into liir smil of Zeus and knows dial God is good. 

Only then, when die great Tcjiiuiciatioii has been made, so frankly, 
unreservedly, w illingly, do tnoiJier and soti set dr dow n lo a long, long 
talk, ‘ hy iJie gaiUrring of ships,’ so tliat * many winged svorch were they 
sjH‘aking to each other.' ~~ 

Homeric canons of narrativ e solved in a s'ery simple svay the problem 
of describing simnltoncous events. The nineiccnrh-ccniury noveUsT, like 
Hcliodoiii!] in die Adhiditica iwhicli I commend to anyone who enjoys 
racy narrative, ikriJIing udveuUnes, vivid description of landscape, and 
die most lovable pair ofloveni iu the world), attains liis end by die crude 
artiiice ofputling the dock back—* lei us now rctinn to our hero/ Hamer 
knows that this catiiinl be dtnie ; he respeci.* timr’''t irrevocable continuity, 
its fmsiage no less Ihan its uniij. Zeus bad (old TlieiLs dial be intended to 
make Priam come himself to beg for the Uidy; and dir CouiTiicl of Zeus 
tarries not. But Theib has first to acliicvc her ohjetvi, before Zeu.s can 
even bid Irb lly n> 'I’roy Town. So dn* w-tjnls of Thetis am brief, and 
Achilles makes a BghTiiijig derision. Only when alt this is kmwvn to hb 
lisientTS does the poet return To Olympus, and let Zeus give Iris her other 
cumndssion. But while Iris is on her way, with the good news already 
true, as she tdls it to Priam ihB5j, and while Priam is preparing for his 
jiuimtr^g acdon ‘ by ihc gathering of the ships' doe^ not stand sdll:—' so 
they, modicr and son, spoke many ^vinged words lo eot^b other.' Tlic 
crisis over, dicy had indeed enough to say. And Thetis sve sec no more. 

That ts the roniaiiiic, nainmlist, humanist contrnt of the lirat lialf of 
Book XXIV within the sirict iraine of counierpari with the latter half of 
Book 1, which itself, Ibr all its formaiUy, is iianrative so graphic and nimd 
that ii has hardly been observed that it has formal stmetui'c lU all, Bui 
a pod so great was miuicr ofhis metluid; he has conceali'd his an; yet 
his ar( and Jiis design arc there, and of superb siibtilty. 

The Afission to Chj^se,—iAnt: curious anomaly and lack of correspond- 
cnee between 1 and XX|\' bectirnes, however, ap]jarent when these two

the repalriation of CJti-yscis is also the counterpart of the abduction of 
Briscis, and these two episodes are the sidr-pattels of the visit ofTlietis to 
Achilles. This wliule cotnposttiim in I stands between the piivis oom- 
pmition anti the scene in Ohaupii-s which dosr.s tliis book; as the vbil of 
Tiu-i is ii> Achilles in XXIV stands between the scene in Olympus with 
which XXI\' opens, and the hums composition—even mtire daboratcly 
composite than the unvisstauie tn h hut 11 kew'lsc enframed between opening 
and closhig phrases describing the crow'd of TtoJous round the nUl king, 
and tlie threefold oratory Ijcforc his departure and after his remm. Bin 
there is no counterpart lo Chry-scis in XXlV, and unly the vaguest allusion 
to Briscis. 

Tlierc is, hotvever, good reason lor this supcrficiai anotnaly. In XXIV 
wliat balances CJiryses demanding Chry'seis (as Mr, Sheppard lias su'cn 
is Priam hegging fru the body of Hector; and irunversely, the moral 
luniuie-poitii of the which answers to the outbreak of afjvis in the 
A^scmbly-s^crte, is in the scene between Achilles and lib inotlicr. 

Formally, hoivtvcr, the tw<j nppearancuts of Thetis are counterparts, 
and this seeming anomaly enliauccs their resix^ctlvc significance. Thetis 
in [ coineu to Achilles in his impctnoiis yentb, and herself impetuously 
pours out to Zeus liis tmuhlc about Briscis^ and Agamemnon’s insult to 
Iiim; and in durpiet’s design Chryseis, Thetis, and Briscis form one group 
of three gracious figures. In XXIV, Chryseis belongs ttv the past, Brisels 
is forgotten (1301 till the XOots is achieved' (676), Thetis, with full know¬ 
ledge now of the CoiULset of Zeus, sees ,'VIuUes bereft of Patrodus, agonised 
by remorse, and hitnseU'already in the shadow of death: 4 yxi 7rerp4oTFiKtv 
Wacrtos Kol Liotpa xpflnatfj, wonder that Thetis siaiids here alone; or

In hb recent iiook on ilie Professor \V, J, UVmdhouse has 

suggested ilial one of tlie principal iiinovatious of its rtim^joser was that he 
crcaicri (lie chnitu:iCT of Tdcmachus, and llicrcby acliic\'cd that trajus- 
fiimiaiion of iJtrcc several motK'es, the Faithful Wife, the Hiishctrid's 
VengcancCj and die Son seeking his Fadicr, into the coherent Talc of 
Three wliich our Ody^s^ velchTaics in their perrivutations (p, 267 above). 

So KKt the poet of our Iliad not only combined the ufiwis of Achilles 
against Agamemnon with liis Mnvis agamsi Hector, but lias done tins by

of aui'illary characters [s no Ircak or brain-wave, bttt a habitual device of 
hts art. It must hr noted, too, that some of the most ('PFctiive of liic^c 
foils and acolytes an* W'omen. Priam has Iiis Hecuba, ssdsose outlook on 
the war is as difrcrcni from his, as Hector’s is from that of AndromacliL*, 
or Helen's trom that of Paris. On ihc ^Ychaeaii side, vsliere tx hypotiifsi 
feminine interest musi be remote, male accessories arc frequent, Agamem¬ 
non has his Mciietaiis, Ajax his Tcuecr, Nestor Ills AntilcHrUus; Diomc(U^s 
and Odysseus graiidly cnJiancc cadi otlicr. For Achilles, the pjci has 
been more lavish. Of llic girl from Brisa, after all, he has made little or 
nutiiing: in Adiillw' deep need she w'as as little use as Im cook; hy the 
body of PatHH lus she wept for her own Lniublcs, like tin* other women,

But he has created Pairudus and Thetis, and of these, Thetis Tt his niasier- 
piece. 

In Pairoclus he has given us a sccutid self of Ihc young Achilles who 
came to Troy ir^Soe; literally ‘for hmnmr atid glory': fimnllar as 
they arc, no other words describe that frankly boyish ambition of (hem 
both; and thai was the mward, wc remember, that Zeus had at htsi to 
c on Hr t XXIV, fio) :

And it is not only Patmclus that is dead: Ibr vvith him died a more splendid 
Imy, the young .\chillcs. From the firsi tnotuent of the triivis (as Mr. 
Sht'.ppurd has seen, p. 2u) it is to Patrodus that Achilles entrusts what— 
in spite of Im greeting lo the heralds—might so easily have o^enniiiitcrcd 
himself, the surrender of Briscis, and formal witness to the fact. But it is 
not to Patroclus that Achilles turns tor help. 

That is the mission of Thetis; and from her firsL word we know—as 
she knew^—thai it is a new Achilles with whom she had to deal. Thtvov tI

incvJlable end ; ihc thing iltat all these years she had hidden, and ptmdcrcd 
in her heart, is oiui— tm at kok^ alo^ -r^itou Iv tiE/dpoioiu, So too, though 
alie must needs ftsk Zeus, aT ice irieq-rm, she hmvs lhat he W'ill hear:—xai 
uiv dt<a.

And when ahr ftmls him, she asks tlie satne question again: jl^oOSa , 
Achilles must put iaici words his trouble; then 3 /it-’uA(hkmut^ will find ihr 
remedy, if remedy them be wiihin the A161 that she kiiou^. 

For the same reason, Zeus has no need 10 reveal Ilk will to her in words; 
his nod is Mgn enough that he too knows and understands. How diflemit 
from his trcatmeiii of his Olympian family i 

Thetla. in fact, is not OKmpiaii, not quite an ordinary goddess. 
Indeed she 15 something more. Married, for RuBlcieiit reason, to a mortal, 
and mother of a mortal son, she is nevertheless little less than the Counsel 
of Zeus, the Divine WlMlmn in person. And is iliai perliaps her name? 
Is Thetis twin sister of Thcniis? Or at least did the poet tjiinfc so? Like 
Frotens, Tlictis could assume any form she pleased. Only In' holding 
fast to tliai wiiLclr la^hchind appearances, could mortal Pel cits win her; 
and of hlni that should hold her, the son shtiuld be greater than ids Giiher, 
&> Tiieinis Ibretoldl but neither Zeus nor Pc«eidon ventured; a nd the 
Olympiam left behind them no god greater lium themselves. Did llir 
poet know' that story too? 

Yes. apart from all cIm, the poet of the lUiul created Patroclus and 
Thetis; mid of ihcse, Thetis is his tnastcrplccc.
